Students disillusioned Only state cleans up 


OKLAHOMA CITY (UPI) - 
One-fourth of the nation’s col¬ 
lege seniors are so disillu¬ 
sioned with the United States 
they would rather live in 
some other country, accord¬ 
ing to the latest. Gallup opin¬ 
ion poll. 

George Gallup, founder of 
the poll, said students become 
progressively more disillu¬ 
sioned with the United States 
as they advance from their 
freshman to senior years, 
r * Gallup released the findings 
of the most recent survey dur¬ 
ing a commencement address 
at Oklahoma Christian Col¬ 
lege. 

"It is rather astonishing to 


find that one college senior in 
every four says he would like 
to live the rest of his life in 
another nation,” Gallup said. 

He said political views be¬ 
came more liberal, religious 
beliefs decreased in impor¬ 
tance and liberalization oc¬ 
curred toward sex, drugs and 
alcohol as students advanced 
through college. 

“Progressive disillusion¬ 
ment with the country occurs 
between freshman and senior 
years,” Gallup said. 

Students at 57 colleges and 
universities were asked by 
pollsters if they thought 
almost everyone in America 
today could get ahead if he 


wanted to. Freshman respond¬ 
ed 67 per cent “yes” and 33 
per cent “no,” Gallup said. 
The same question drew a re¬ 
sponse of 47 per cent “yes” 
and 53 per cent “no” from se¬ 
niors.' 

Gallup said students move 
sharply to the political 16ft as 
they advance from freshman 
to senior standing. 

“When students are asked 
to place themselves on a polit¬ 
ical spectrum going from far 
right to far left, the shift from 
freshman to senior years is 
marked,” he said. 

He said a majority of fresh¬ 
man students said marijuana 


should not be made legal but 
in the senior year the vote 
was more than two to one in 
favor of legalizing marijuana. 

Use of alcoholic beverages 
went from 64 per cent among 
freshman students to 88 per¬ 
cent in the senior year, Gal¬ 
lup said, and smoking showed 
an increase from 30 per cent 
in the freshman year to 35 per 
cent among seniors. 

“When freshmen are asked 
about their religious beliefs, a 
total of 79 per cent reply that 
they are ‘very important' or 
‘fairly important,’ ” Gallup 
said. “By comparison, the 79 
per cept drops to 66 per cent 
for seniors.”

Red rights chief 
accuses West 
of losing interest 


MOSCOW (UPI) — The 
West is losing interest in the 
activities of Soviet dissidents 
and this has encouraged of¬ 
ficials here to move against 
them, the Chairman of the So¬ 
viet chapter of Amnesty Inter¬ 
national said Saturday. 

Valentin Turchin said three 
members of the 20-man 
human rights group here have 
been arrested and the homes 
of others, including his own, 
have been searched. 

“These actions are the 
direct result of dwindling in¬ 
terest in the West for our 
problems,” Turchin told west¬ 
ern correspondents at a news 
conference. “The authorities 
here feel freer to act.” 

The Soviet Union’s leading 
human rights campaigner, An¬ 
drei Sakharov, protested the 
arrests and searches. 

“These acts by the state se¬ 
curity organs are a challenge 
to international public opinion 
and a blow to legality and hu- 
manitarian principles to 
which Amnesty and its 
U.S.S.R. group are constant 
adherents,” he said. 

In an unprecedented step, 
the government news agency 
Novosti sent telex messages 
to the home offices of western 
news organizations Friday an¬ 
nouncing the arrest of 
Amnesty’s secretary in Mos¬ 
cow, Andrei Tverdokhlyebov. 

It said he was accused of 
“systematically spreading de- 
nDerate iaisenooas mangmng 
the Soviet political and social 
system.” 

Turchin said Tver¬ 
dokhlyebov, a 36-year-old 
physicist, was taken to Mos¬ 
cow’s Lefortovo prison. 


Turchin, a cyberneticist, 
said police Friday also arrest¬ 
ed Amnesty member Mikola 
Rudenko, a. writer, in Kiev, 
and searched Turchin’s flat 
and that of Amnestty mem¬ 
ber Vladimir Albrecht, in 
Moscow. 

Several months ago 
Amnesty member Sergei Ko¬ 
valev was arrested. 

Turchin said six men, who 
described themselves as of¬ 
ficials of the prosecutor’s of¬ 
fice, searched his apartment 
for 12 hours and took away 
Amnesty material, personal 
papers, a copy of Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn’s Gulag Archipe¬ 
lago, and two typewriters. 

He said they told him: 
“You can no longer trust the 
West to be concerned with 
your activities. They have 
problems of their own these 
days.”

“It keeps people’s social 
spirit alive,” said a Commu¬ 
nist party organizer, wearing 
a red arm band and surround¬ 
ed by a group of men who 
were lounging, smoking and 


occasionally scraping at a 
flower patch with shovels. 

Another (group of one-day 
gardeners kept themselves 
amused with an extension 
loudspeaker from a car radio, 
and performed their chores to 
the accompaniment of pop 
music. 

The Tass agency said 130 
million persons took part in 
subbotniks and produced 
products worth $980 million. 
Tass said many of the prod¬ 
ucts were made from recy¬ 
cled material.

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‘Doing your own stealing’ 


S tatistics Canada is expanding its services. 

Saying that current monthly surveys of un¬ 
employment do not supply all the information that 
users of same desire, the federal bureau “numbers 
people” have a trial run under way of a survey that 
they say will take about three-and-a-half years to 
develop and will cost some $8 million. 

The plan isn’t to find a “new definition” of 
unemployment. StatsCan is satisfied the figures 
now compiled are accurate enough. But govern¬ 
ment departments and private business which, it is 
said, use the information in budget preparation, 
other planning, and in labor negotiating, want addi¬ 
tional data. 

All going well, a reflection or indication will be 
given of social changes that are taking place. And 
different characteristics of the nation’s work force 
will be uncovered. 

This, will be revealed through the asking of 
such questions in the monthly survey of approxi¬ 
mately 30,000 households in various parts of the 
country as how many in the family are holding 
more than one job, what are the reasons for absen¬ 
teeism from work, how many with jobs are seeking 
new ones, and what’s your pay? 

People without jobs will be questioned on how 
they are trying to find work, if in fact they are, 
how many hours a week they want to work, how 
long they have been searching, and what kind of a 
job did they previously hold? * 

That’s just a sampling, but it gives an idea of 


what is in mind. And perhaps the answers will be 
helpful. 

A clearer and more vivid picture may be seen 
of the extent of the erosion of the work force from 
the “do your own thing” preaching of the federal 
administration. Unfortunately it is unlikely the sur¬ 
vey answers will provide fill for the holes. 

That’s got to come from those responsible for 
the damage, and happily, there would appear to be 
some digging in that direction. 

The latest reports on what amounts to whole¬ 
sale thievery of unemployment insurance funds in¬ 
dicate the government has had enough. More than 
1,000 cases of false claims on the insurance fund 
have been discovered in the Toronto area through 
a checkup system that was introduced a year ago. 
The indication is that there could be as many as 
50,000 across the country. 

Individual amounts are said to be small, but 
the losses have to be considerable with this number 
of people “doing their own stealing.” 

The taking of unemployment insurance money 
to which they are not entitled is part and parcel of 
the abandonment of the work ethic that the gov¬ 
ernment has encouraged. 

And the UIC is doing what it should In de¬ 
manding return of the false claim payments. 

The $8 million to gather more unemployment 
information might better be spent on improving 
ITIC efficiency to cut down the thieving and to 
make people get back to honesty with themselves 
and the nation. 


Canada’s air patrols 


R OBERT CAMERON, who frequently writes for 
this page on matters of defence, long has been 
an opponent of replacing Canada’s Argus long- 
range patrol aircraft with expensive new planes 
from Lockheed or Boeing in the United States. He 
has a number of reasons for his opposition. Briefly 
summarized they are: 

That the Argus aircraft, although regarded as 
obsolete, have a lot of potential life left in them yet 
— probably another decade. 

That for much less than the cost of new air¬ 
craft, they could be brought up to cUite to do all 
that is militarily feasible for patrol planes'-— pro¬ 
viding work in Canada. 

That with the rapid advance of satellite and 
other technology, and with military tasks and stra¬ 
tegies in a state of flux, it would be folly for Can¬ 
ada to commit itself to another generation of long- 
range patrol aircraft. 

That smaller, multi-purpose planes could do 
some of the surveillance, reconnaisance and Arctic 
sovereignty-flight jobs now done by the Argus. 

That not even the most modem long-range pa¬ 
trol plane has consequential offensive capability 
against nuclear-powered, nuclear-armed subma¬ 
rines. 

That the cost of replacing the Argus aircraft 
with modified Boeing 707s or Lockheed Orions 
would be high: he estimates it as $700 million to $1 
billion. 


That if this money were spent, only half of one 
of Canada’s six major commands would benefit 
from it and the remainder certainly would be starved 
to pay for it. 

There is no firm indication yet that the de¬ 
fence department has been convinced by such rea¬ 
soning. But there are signs that it is at least being 
cautious. 

A Canadian Press report from Ottawa says, 
for instance, that as one option the government is 
.confidepmg establishing a new Arctic base some¬ 
where near the Northwest Passage, from which 
Canadian-made short takeoff and landing planes 
could make sovereignty flights, as indeed an RCMP 
Twin Otter has for years from Frobisher Bay on 
Baffin Island. The long-range aircraft would be 
needed still for coastal patrol — but Canadair of 
Montreal has proposed refurbishing the Argus fleet 
for this work. 

Furthermore, Defence Minister James Rich¬ 
ardson has told the Commons defence committee 
that he will consider this suggestion, and that he 
does not know whether the government will make 
a decision on the bids of the two U.S. companies by 
Aug. 2, the date until which they are valid. The 
Argus may be “lumbering” — as befits a patrol 
aircraft, despite the apparent derogation in this 
usual description — through Canada’s Arctic and 
ocean skies for a long time yet.

‘Sickening hypocrisy’ 


Yet, deep down, I feel that 
such a commission wouldn’t 
do much good.

ernment still maintained that 
there was no military solution 
to the conflict in Indoehina.

Mr. MacEa¬ 
chen said that “a military so¬ 
lution in Indochina is one that 
('an ad a cannot accept or con¬ 
done.”

‘U.S. must absorb 
Vietnam refugees’

If anyone is entitled to say “1 told you so” in relation to 
the Vietnam refugee chaos, it is Professor John Kenneth 
Galbraith, of Harvard University, former U.S. Ambassador to 
India and diagnostician of the sicknesses of the affluent soci¬ 
ety. In 1969 he published a book, How Can We Get Out of 
Vietnam? in which he put forward a scheme for the orderly 
settlement of the hundreds of thousands of politically- 
compromised South Vietnamese whose lives — it was then al¬ 
ready clear—must be a hazard in the event of the conquest 
of South Vietnam by the Communists. 

The idea was to set up a number of enclaves, uider inter¬ 
national protection, where refugees would be guaranteed se¬ 
curity for a fixed number of years. These enclaves would in 
all other respects, be part of the Communist all-Vietnam 
state. Those who took sanctuary there would thus be enabled 
to decide whether they felt able to continue living under the 
"new order” or whether, when the time erf protection was up. 
they would want to leave. They would then be given a perma¬ 
nent sanctuary in the United States or in any other country 
prepared to share responsibility for them. 


Speaking from his Cambridge, Massachusetts, home last 
week, Galbraith told me that although the idea of interna- 
tnonaWy - guaranteed enclaves wax no longer feasible, the 
moral necessity for the orderly evacuation of thousands of 
vulnerable anti-Communists remained. Recalling the influx 
into the U.S. of refugees from Cuba, he said, “After my pro¬ 
posal appeared, there was some argument about the advan¬ 
tage to the United States of a Vietnamese community of this 
sort. But you know, the whole erf the southeast of the United 
States has been re juvenated by the Cubans. * 

“Miami, for instance, which was once a rather tedious 
and backward city, is now one of the great progressive mc- 
tropoli because of the Cuban influx — and most of them in 
, the upper middle-class incomp bracket ’’ 

What does Galbraith think of the present situation? 

“I think it’s rather a ghastly public relations art with 
these youngsters. I would like very much to see ships sent in 
for everybody who wants to leave — and if the thing were put. 
up to Congress, the guilt feelings are so bad there that, let’s 
face it, legislation for taking a few hundred thousand could 
be rushed through very quickly." 


Could they still be got out? 

Well we’re down to Saigon and the Delta. We obviously 
couldn’t reintroduce American troops to hold enclaves. That 
would be out of the question. What exists is one enclave, but, 
of course, a very important one — Saigon." 

Would you still seek an international guarantee to cover 
the evacuation? 

"What I would do is a little different from that. That 
would require negotiation. What I would do would be to orga¬ 
nize a major ship or air-lift, as a matter of the highest prior¬ 
ity, to let people come.” 

Wasn’t it a bit late? 

“I believe one could still enormously relieve tension in 
Saigon by giving anyone who wants to go a chance to leave 
for a safe haven, primarily in the U.S. After all, we got these . 
poor bastards into the problem.” 

Do you think the U.S. hi capable psychologically of mr 
repting such a large Influx? 

“There’s no question about that. We absorb this kind of 
population so easily."

‘Closure’ protest ploy didn’t work

The outory In the^Legislature last week about the new 
schedule lor the debating of departmental estimates would 
have won more sympathy had the opposition utilized the time 
it had more wisely. But it’s been a sad fact of life since the 
debate on government spending began that most of* the dose 
to 80 hours now' spent on estimates have been wasted. 

No one political party has been guilty—they all have. 
Even Scott Wallace, the lone Tory in the Legislature, has felt 
compelled to speak on every topic. Like most of the others in 
opposition he has often spoken even when he had nothing to 
say. 

A year ago when the great “closure” debate rocked the 
house it was agreed, over cries of protest from the opposi¬ 
tion, to limit debate on estimates to 135 hours in 45 sittings of 
the house. It can be argued that even if 45 days and 135 hours 
was sufficient time, the very hint of closure abrogates the 
democratic process. 

Indeed, it has been argued loud and long by Liberals, 
Social Credit and Scott Wallace. But it’s an argument that 
loses a great deal of its punch when it is remembered that in 
dreary procession the hours and days so far spent on the 
debate have been mostly wasted. 

There is little doubt that the opposition, instead or con¬ 
centrating on key departments, meandered through those 
days with the obvious intention of letting the 45 days and 135 


hours run out, thus giving them the great ploy to take to the 
people that the government had refused to let them debate 
certain specific estimates. 1 

Premier Barrett, who isn’t exactly a dummy on the floor 
of the house, spotted the strategy early in the proceedings. 
Wednesday, swiftly, he slapped the new rules on the house, 
rules which greatly confine the ability of the opposition to 
probe (if indeed they have that ability) but ensure that every 
department’s estimates come before the house for debate 
even if only for two or three hours. 

That move, I suspect, stung the opposition more than the 
time limit on debate. Once again, they had tried to out-jockey 
Barrett ami failed. In fact, tjiey were hoist high and dry with 
their own petard. 

But if the premier can rejoice in that victory and in the 
general Ineffectiveness of the opposition, he must be sobered 
somewhat when he considers equally dismal performances of 
some of his cabinet ministers. 

' Public Works Minfster William Hartley is a case in poinl. 
For several days in succession, Hartley was asked by Wil¬ 
liam Bennett for details on government-leased buildings 
which have been standing empty or partly empty for six 
months to a year. 

It’s quite possible that Harley doesn’t know what Bennett 
, is talking about, although the Social Credit leader has sup¬ 
plied him with addresses, names, rental costs and square 
footage costs. Tbe questions, however, have been legitimate 
while Hartley’s answers have bordered on the childish side. 


Unfortunately, Hartley is quite impressed with his wit. He is 
funny, but not in the way he thinks he's funny. 

It’s time the premier took him to one side and pointed oui 
that legitimate question deserves a legitimate answer. 

How many government-leased offices are! standing 
empty? How long have they been empty? How much are 
those vacant offices costing us? And why? The failure of 
Hartley to respond in a sane and sensible manner is far more 
damaging to the democratic process than a time limit on 
debate. 

While he’s having his chat with Hartley, the premier 
could do worse than call Housing Minister Lome Nicolson in 
to listen. He, too, needs a lesson dn objectivity and how to 
conduct himself when he’s under fire in the house. 

Just how long it will take the premier to realize he has 
some deadwood in his cabinet is anybody’s guess. But realize 
it he must one day and, unpleasant though the thought may 
be. take action to give himself and the people of the province 
the strongest cabinet possdble. 

He isn't doing that now, nor will he as long as Hartley. ' 
Nicolson and a few others meander around while talented 
members like Colin Gabelmamn, Chris D'Arcy and Carl Liden 
sit on the back benches.

Our provincial government 
then froze “agricultural” land 
which redoubled the already 
artificially high value of land 
and homes. In either case, 
these obvious ' results appear 
to have been unforeseen by ei¬ 
ther government. 

It is now common knowl¬ 


edge that house values are 
thus at a hopelessly impracti¬ 
cal level where the welfare of 
the general public is con¬ 
cerned. 

Even the owner of a house 
or condominium, now worth a 
fortune, is scarely advan¬ 
taged, since if he sells he 
must still pay a similar price 
for another and with apart¬ 
ment vacancies virtually at 


zero he has no' remaining al¬ 
ternative. 

Without a reasonable profit 
motive there can be no more 
apartments, which besides the 
existing demand would at¬ 
tract many elderly couples 
into putting their larger 
houses on the market. ' - 
From the other angle “pre¬ 
serving agricultural land” has 
a fine ring to it, but besides

the resulting scarcity of build¬ 
ing lots it also means no suit 
able backyard for vegetables, 
and greatly increased costs of 
roads and sewers. Nor is Can¬ 
ada, as a whole, short of agri¬ 
cultural land. 

If health is to‘ return to the 
building industry and the 
average Canadian family 
made able to find a decent 
home within its financial 
reach, both the previous fed¬ 
eral tax arrangement and the 
freedom to subdivide land 
have to be restored to the peo¬ 
ple -by our respective govern¬ 
men ts.

RACINE, Wis. (UPI) — A 
top energy official in the Ca¬ 
nadian government said Sat¬ 
urday despite his country’s 
new limits on exports of natu¬ 
ral gas and oil to America the 
two countries will continue to 
have “a degree of interdepen¬ 
dence.” 

Douglas Fraser, vice chair¬ 
man of Canada’s National En¬ 
ergy Board, told a conference 
on Canadian-American rela¬ 
tions that because the U.S. 
and Canada share a continent 
*‘eur affairs and destinies are 
inextricably intertwined.” 

“In essence we have and 
will continue to have a degree 
of interdependence, qualified 
in each matter by consider¬ 
ations of our respective na¬ 
tional interests, but resting ul¬ 
timately on the inescapable 
premise that though separate 
we are inseparable,” Fraser 
said. 

Fraser stressed the only oil 
and natural gas that can be 
exported under Canadian law 
are “those quantities deemed 
to be surplus to the Canadian 
needs.” And those surpluses 
can only be exported if the 
board and the cabinet in the 
government agree to that ex¬ 
portation. 

In the past, he explained, 
Canada felt it had enbugh oil 
and gas to export but because 
of recent fuel crises and 
raises in prices for those 
fuels, the government has de¬ 
cided to cut back such ex¬ 
ports.

RACINE, Wis. (CP) Herb 
Gray, a former Liberal cabi¬ 
net minister, Friday criticized 
recent remarks by the United 
States ambassador to Canada 
about foreign investment in 
Canada. 

The Liberal MP for Windsor 
West told that Chicago Council 
on Foreign Relations that U.S. 
Ambassador William Porter 
was insensitive in recent com¬ 
ments about the right of the 
U.S. government to apply its 
laws beyond its borders to 
American subsidiaries in 
other countries. 

Gray was referring to com¬ 
ments by Porter in a Feb. 9 
speech in Toronto about the 
Foreign Investment Review 
Act which established the 
Foreign Investment Review 
Agency to scrutinize take¬ 
overs of Canadian-owned 
firms. 

The Liberal MP said that 
the U.S. ambassador seems to 
assume American laws should 
apply to firms controlled by 
U.S. citizens outside American 
borders. 

The American ambassador 
was “Incorrect, in paying that 
Canada expects its citizens to 
.>» comply with its laws when 
they are outside of its 
borders.” 

Canadians are now aware of 
the meaning of foreign invest¬ 
ment, particularly American 
investment, he said. 

In recent years, for exam¬ 
ple, exports by U.S. sub¬ 
sidiaries in Canada to Cuba 
had been hampered because 
of the U.S. Trading with the 
Enemy Act. 

Attempts by the Canadian 
government to get exemptions 
from this American law were 
not good enough. 

The Canadian government 
“cannot delay taking all steps 
necessary to confirm our so¬ 
vereignty, to prevent the in¬ 
trusion of foreign law into 
Canada and to ensure that all 
firms and individuals base 
their decisions and actions on 
our law and policy,” he said.

Manitoba Hydro awarded 
the contract to Swiss-con¬ 
trolled Brown-Boveri (Cana¬ 
da) Ltd. this month and says 
a senior CGE official took 
CGE off their approved list of 
bidders. 

CGE, largest electrical sup¬ 
plier in Canada and to Mani¬ 
toba Hydro, is losing out on 
some “minor contracts now” 
while it and Manitoba Hydro 
suffer under “a little ten¬ 
seness," says the CGE of¬ 
ficial.

NEW YORK (AP) - Finan¬ 
ciers have come up with a 
new wrinkle-bond insurance 
to help hard-pressed munici¬ 
palities raise cash while sav¬ 
ing money. 

Even though bonds are con¬ 
sidered among the safer 
investments, two companies 
now are offering to insure 
certain municipal bonds 
against default of interest pay¬ 
ments or the principal. 

As a result, the companies 
say, towns can save money 
because insured bonds get 
higher credit ratings and 
lower interest rates. Some¬ 
times Ihey make the dif¬ 
ference between selling and 
not selling the bonds. 

“Our program is not de¬ 
signed to respond to any ron- 
[ cern£ over municipal defaults, 
r>qt to help sell more munici- 
! pal bonds/^/§ay5^Fr^rik Carr, 
president^?)! American Munic¬ 
ipal Bond Assurance Co. 
(AMBAC). “It’s a means of 
attracting more investors.” 

“Business is growing like 
gangbusters because people 
are very concerned about the 
quality of investments,” says 
Jack Butler, president of Mu¬ 
nicipal Issuers Service Corp., 
that manages the Municipal 
Bond Insurance Association 
(MBIA). 

"The investor gets a hug# 
increase in quality but does 
give up some yield.” 

Both AMBAC and MBIA, 
founded within the past two 
years, will insure new munici¬ 
pal offerings, but only AMBAC 


will insure municipal bonds 
already held in investment 
portfolios. MBIA sets a max¬ 
imum of $20 million per poli¬ 
cy. AMBAC’s $10 sillion. 

Basically, both groups 
thrive off a climate in which 
interest rates are high, inves¬ 
tors want quality, and the 
bond market is overwhelmed 
with new issues. 

With bonds, the interest cost 
varies inversely with credit 
rating. The higher the rating, 
the lower the borrowing cast. 

“The insured bonds don’t 
sell quite as well as the usual 
AAA bond, but they are at 
least as good quality," Butler 
says. 

Moody’s Investors Service, 
the other big credit rating 
firm, does not upgrade rat¬ 
ings of insured municipals be-

cause, a spokesman says, the 
company does not rate insur¬ 
ance companies. 

MBIA currently issues $130 
million in municipal bonds, 
excluding interest, while 
AMBAC says it has $155 mil¬ 
lion in such insurance outv 
standing Dec: 31. 

The companies insure both 
general obligation and reve¬ 
nue bonds, but not notes. 

AMBAC, which used to in¬ 
sure New York City bonds in 
portfolios, has stopped doing 
so. 

"We stopped because we 
found we had gotten too 
many,” Carr says. Likewise 
the company stopped guaran¬ 
teeing New York J s Urban 
Development Corp.’s obliga¬ 
tions after UDC ran into prob¬ 
lems earlier this year. 


Manitoba Hydro spokesman 
as saying the contract award 
caused some “unpleasantness 
whiejt has interrupted the nor¬ 
mal relationship we have,” 
but that there is no boycotting 
policy.

award the contract to CGE, 
which submitted a bid $16.6 
million higher than the win¬ 
ning Swiss tender of $86.7' mil¬ 
lion. 

The newspaper says that 
Macdonald, Trudeau and 
State Secretary Hugh 
Faulkner who represents Pe¬ 
terborough in the Commons 
believed the CGE offer would 
provide more Canadian jobs, 
increase Canadian technology 
in the field of high-voltage 
transmission equipment and 
broaden the Canadian manu¬ 
facturing base by a corporate 
expansion into Brandon, Man. 

The Brandon plant was to 
be built in two stages over a 
10-year period providing 125 
jobs and providing $30 million 
in tax revenues for Manitoba 
and its municipalities. 

The CGE spokesman said 
the new plant would have 


been essential for work on the ity of Canada’s longest trans- 
Nelson River project, an mission line linking the river 
operation to double the capac- with Winnipeg.

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Coastal land protection too slow—ML A

Land developers and in¬ 
dustry are trying to exploit 
coastal land while the provin¬ 
cial government slowly moves 
to close the door on their ac¬ 
tivities, according to Harold 
Steves (NDP-Richmond). 

Long an advocate of coastal 
management, Steves Is worri¬ 
ed about the development 
pressure on estuaries and 
other coastal features. 

“Our entire fishing in¬ 
dustry, and a good deal of 
recreation, is dependent upon 
the production of the very few 
small estuaries we have along 
the British Columbia coast,” 
Steves said in an interview. 

“Any small council can, at

present, make a zoning deci¬ 
sion that will allow an in¬ 
dustry or development that 
can completely destroy the 
fishery of an estuary.” 

The provincial government 
is starting, through resource 
management committees, to 
move toward inventories of 
coastal watersheds, with par¬ 
ticular emphasis on stream 
bank protection. 

And through the cabinet’s 
environment and land use 
Committee there will be other 
inventories along the coast. 

But government is only 
reacting to problems. 

“By thdtime the (commit¬ 
tee) moves in and holdls a 
hearing, the developers have 
already bought land and per¬ 
haps started a project, so that 
instead of preventing alien¬ 
ation we have to -compro¬ 
mise.” 

Steves noted that hearings 
are to be held in North Cow- 
ichan on the subject of the 
proposed Chemainus River 
dam, and that there will also 
be an investigation of its engi¬ 
neering and other techniques. 

“The outcome might be pro¬ 


hibition of construction of the 
dam, or simply setting condi¬ 
tions for diversions as a com¬ 
promise solution.” 

But already developers are 
moving in the Fraser Valley, 
in the Sturgeon Banks area, 
where land has simply been 
zoned as reserve land. 

“Developers want the land 
and the price has increased 
from $2,000 to $10,000 an acre. 

“The next thing will be 
pressure from the residents 
who want to sell at those 
prices, and from developers 
for rezoning, and it will be 
pressure that the local council 
will find hard to resist,” said 
Steves. 

A provincial government 
body responsible for zoning 
could give backing to a coun¬ 
cil in such a situation, and the 
empliasis would then be on 
ecologically sound zoning with 
the coastal environment given 
prime consideration. 

While government agencies 
move to deal with areas 
under pressure from develop¬ 
ers. Steves is also concerned 
about coastal areas as Nanai¬ 
mo. 


“We have beaches here 
being alienated,” he said. 

“People have bought prop¬ 
erty along the beach, and 
have quietly taken down signs 
designating public trails down 
"to the beach. Then they ex¬ 
tend their properties to the 
beach and start to harass out¬ 
siders who want to Use the 
beach. 

“Soon that beach is nq 
longer in public use.” 

. At present, a multitude of 
agencies and commissions at 
all levels of government deals 
with shoreline management. 

There are various harbor 
commissions, but Steves con¬ 
siders they do more harm 
than good to the environment. 

“They have a single pur¬ 
pose, and that is jo get better 
port facilities, and more port 
facilities,” he said. 

“Members of the harbor 
commissions are not elected, 
but are appointed by the fed¬ 
eral government to represent 
the overall Canadian interest 
of creating better port facili-

ties to get produce out of mid- 
Canada. 

“Iliey compete with each 
other to get more industry 
and more shipping into the 
harbor, and they don’t con¬ 
cern themselves with the ef¬ 
fect that industry or shipping 
might have on the coastal en¬ 
vironment.” 

Some city councils control 
coastal land, while various 
government departments also 
carry out studies and make 
some decisions. 

“All these people work on 
an ad hoc basis, without co¬ 
operation or consultation in 
many cases,” said Steves. 

“In fact, up until the last 
couple of weeks I was afraid 
that nothing would be done. 

“But now I have assurance 
from Resource Minister Bob 
Williams that resource man¬ 
agement committees have 
been charged with making in¬ 
ventories of §ome coastal wa¬ 
tersheds particularly in-areas 
of immediate stress. 

"It gives me hope that 
things will really move, al¬ 
though I’m impatient because 
tilings aren’t moving as fast 
as they should.” 

Steves said many American 
states have commissions re¬ 
sponsible for planning the use 
of coastal zones. 

“In Oregon they started out 
looking after coastal zones, 
but have extended to the en¬ 
tire land-use question because 
it is impossible to deal with 
one thing in isolation. 

“For instance, in B.C., if we 
want to protect the Fraser 
River delta, then we have to 
start looking at that entire 
watershed, and protection of 
that watershed would take up 


a pretty good slice of "the 
province.” 

Steves realizes that the pro¬ 
vincial government will first 
have to deal with areas in im¬ 
mediate danger in an inten¬ 
sive way. 

But he wants some clarifi- 
* cation of legislation so that 
people will have a right to 
demand a public hearing and 
studies where they see a prob¬ 
lem. 

He wants to see, as well, a 
complete inventory of re¬ 
sources. 

“We have to plan now so 
that our coastline will be pro¬ 
tected along with industry, 
recreation and residential 
needs.”

trate for $1 million. Gold con¬ 
centrate is gold which still 
contains dirt and rocks. 

The SEC charged that the 
company solicited sales by 
saying it had its own Califor¬ 
nia gold mine but neglected to 
tell customers its Gold Lake 


Mining Corp. operated out of 
a Beverly Hjlls home, had no 
mining experience and had 
gold concentrate that could 
produce no more than 200 
ounces of bullion. 

But action by the SEC and 
Judge Flaum may be too late. 
Telephones at company of¬ 
fices in a luxury building in 
Chicago and company head¬ 
quarters in Atlanta have been 
disconnected. 

The SEC named the com¬ 
pany’s head as Harold Gold¬ 
stein, released from prison in 
November after conviction on 
three counts of mail fraud

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Alberta Social Credit 
201 what it deserved 
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EDMONTON (CP) — The 
Alberta Social Credit League 
"received the political drub¬ 
bing it deserved" in the 
March 26 provincial election, 
Martin Hattersley, president 
of the Social Credit Party of 
Canada, said Saturday. 

Paying tribute to the 
"dogged determination" of 
Werner Schmidt, the league’s 
former leader, Hattersley told 
the annual meeting of the 
party’s Alberta branch that 
Social Credit was crushed in 
the election because the 
party’s principles had been 
abandoned. 

"We have betrayed the 
great principles on which the 
movement was founded by 
substituting for them a devi- 


taminized pablum going by 
the name of 'social conserva¬ 
tism’ .. . and sometimes for¬ 
getting these principles en¬ 
tirely and thinking of nothing 
except to make a quick and 
expedient political impres¬ 
sion." 

Hattersley said the Alberta 
Social Credit League was "the 
most unprepared of any of the 
four parties to contest the 
election." 

"A considered, unamimous 
Social Credit policy had not 
been produced and it was in 
spite of, not because of, mat¬ 
ters of party policy that indi¬ 
vidual members were re¬ 
elected." 

The book, Political Realign¬ 
ment, written in the 1960s by 


former Alberta Social Credit 
premier and now Senator 
Ernest Manning, hurt the 
credibility of Social Credit in 
Alberta because the book was 
interpreted to mean that Man¬ 
ning no longer had confidence 
in Social Credit as an effec¬ 
tive vehicle for nation politics, 
said Hattersley. 

"The second event destroy¬ 
ing the credibility of Alberta 
Social Credit . . . was the ap¬ 
pointment of Manning, after 
his retirement as premier, to 
the board of directors of the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce.

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(except for scientific pur¬ 
poses) but the rules could 
be changed at any time by the 
head of the department. 

This move is opposed by 
two sets of critics. 

The first: environmental 
and protectionist groups, who 
insist that the bears be given 
the stricter protection of an 
“endangered species” clas¬ 
sification. This would similar¬ 
ly ban killiing or transporting, 
but the rules could not be 
changed so easily. 

The second: state wildlife 
groups, wtto claim that no 
new classification is needed at 
all, since it is the job of the 
states to protect the bears. 

The controversy will break 
into the open at a public hear¬ 
ing scheduled by the Interior 
Department in Washington, 
D.C., at the end of this month. 

An estimated 800 ty 1,150 
grizzlies still live in Ihe Unit¬ 
ed States. Although the 
number has remained stable 


for the past 50 years, Interior 
offioials say that back¬ 
packers, tourists, campers, 
and others are steadily en¬ 
croaching into grizzly territo¬ 
ry. 

Yet the bears are not yet in 
danger of becoming, extinct — 
hence the official preference 
for “threatened.” 

Almost all the bears live in 
Wyoming, Idaho, and Mon¬ 
tana — in Yellowstone Na¬ 
tional Park, in the Selway-Bit- 
leiroot area (in Idaho), and 
the Bob Marshall ecosystem 
in Montana’s Glacier National 
Park. 

Hunting grizzlies is -allowed 
only in the Bob Marshall area 
(where 700-800 bears live.) 
The limit is 25 bears a year to 
all causes - - hunting and nat¬ 
ural deaths included. 

Fewer than 12 bears live in 
the Selway-Bitterroot ecosys- 
lem; a grizzly may be killed 
there only if it Is a serious 
threat to human life. In the 


Yellowstone ecosystem 
home for 86 to 350 bears 
bears may be shot if they 
pose a threat to local live¬ 
stock as well as to humans. 

Placing the animal on the 
threatened-species list would 
do little more than acknowl¬ 
edge the current state laws 
which govern the grizzly in 
the three individual areas. 
But, while both state and fed¬ 
eral governments can change 
the hunting regulations, the 
Interior Department would 
hold final veto power over 
any state decision. 

The penalty for illegally 
killing a “threatened specie?” 
ranges from $1,000 to $20,000 
and a jail sentence, says Fish 
and Wildlife Service spokes¬ 
man Ronald Swan. 

“This if one of the, most 
controversial issues v*» have 
been faced with,” according 
to John Paradiso, Fish and 
Wildlife Service spokesman, 
who estimates his department 


has received nearly 1,000 let¬ 
ters a week since December 
from groups against the pro¬ 
posal. 

"We don’t think trophy 
hunting should be allowed on 
a threatened species — this 
would be a bad precedent,” 
says Lewis Regenstein, execu¬ 
tive vice-president of the 
Fund for Animals. 

“Most grizzlies at Bob Mar¬ 
shall are now killed by poach¬ 
ers and others who don’t re¬ 
port their kill. That means the 
25 limit is meaningless,” he 
said. 

“The goal of protecting the 
grizzly — which we also agree 
with — has already been ac¬ 
complished by the individual 
states,” says John S. Gotte-

Protecting the atmosphere 
from manmade datnage 
sometimes seems a battle 
with a thousand demons. No 
sooner do scientists identify 
one threat and move to deal 
with it, than new, scarcely 
suspected dangers appear. 

In recent months, for exam¬ 
ple, spray-can chemicals have 
drawn attention because they 
might weaken the ozone layer 
which filters out harmful 
ultra violet (UV) sun rays. 
Meanwhile, the tallowing less 
prominent hazards also were 
reported: 

• Retrospective analysis 
shows that the Saturn 5 Sky- 
lab launching rocket took 
a 1,000 - kilometer temporary 
“bite” out of the atmo¬ 
sphere’s radio-reflecting 
ionosphere on May 14, 1973. 

Michael Mendillo of Boston 
University, Gerald S. Haw¬ 
kins of Smithsonian Aatn>- 
physioal Observatory and 
John A. Klobuchar of Air 
Force Cambridge Research 
Laboratories, reporting in 
Science magazine, noie iliac 
earlier Saturn 5 rockets went 
into too low an orbit to cause 
this kind of damage. 

• Man may have himself 
to blame for at least part of 
the drought in Africa. 

Jule Chamey and Peter H. 
Strone of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and 
William J. Quirk of Goddard 
Space ' Flight Centre have 
made computer studies which 
show that loss of plant cover 
due to overgrazing in the af¬ 
fected region “could initiate 



or perpetuate a drought,” ac¬ 
cording to their report in 
Science. 

• Auto traffic may help 
spawn tornadoes. The twist 
given air when opposing lines 
of traffic pass each other may 
help wind up these destruc¬ 
tive winds, according to a 
study described in Nature and 
made under the auspices of 
the Foundation for Ocean Re¬ 
search (San Diego, Calif.) by 
John D. Isaacs, James W. 
Stork, David B. Goldstein, 
and Gerald L. Wick. 

• Fertilizer also may 
threaten the ozone ultra violet 
shield since fertilizer produc¬ 
tion puts ozone-destroying ni¬ 
trous oxide into the air. 

Commenting on the danger 
to ozone from spray cans and 
nitrogen fertilizer, T. M. Don¬ 
ahue of the University of Mi¬ 
chigan told a congressional 
subcommittee last December ( 
that scientists have scarcely ; 
begun to identify the things j 
that might cause damage.

Going after one or two of 
the hazards won’t do much to 
protect the atmosphere. Only 
broad, on-going research that 
deals with the whole complex¬ 
ity can do the job. 

Last fall, Alvin M. Wein¬ 
berg, research director for 
the Federal Energy Adminis¬ 
tration, suggested setting up a 
special institute to focus such 
bryad research. He is particu¬ 
larly concerned with the im¬ 
pact on climate of rising en¬ 
ergy use. 

But there is even greater 
need for such an institute to 
help develop the full spectrum 
of knowledge that we need to 
protect our atmosphere from 
ourselves.

Death sentence 

hanging 

over eight men

OTTAWA (CP) — Eight 
men are sitting in provincial 
jails under sentence of death. 

One, Rene Vaillancourt, 'is 
to be hanged May 15 in Toron¬ 
to’s Don Jail unless the feder¬ 
al cabinet commutes the sen¬ 
tence to life in prison. 

The cabinet is expected to 
make a decision in the next 
few weeks. It has commuted 
all capital cases to come be¬ 
fore it since the last hanging 
13 years ago, when two men 
were executed in the Don 
Jail. 

Vaillancourt was convicted 
of shooting Toronto policeman 
Leslie Maitland in 1973 while 
attempting a getaway after a 
bank holdup. 

The others under sentence 
of death: 

Real Chartrand: Convicted 
of slaying Constable Gabriel 
La belle during an armed bank 
robbery at Ste. Therese, Que., 
he ik in Bordeaux Jail, Mon¬ 
treal, awaiting a Supreme 
Coyrt of Canada decision on 
his appeal. His defence of in¬ 
sanity was rejected. If the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada re¬ 
jects his appeal his case will 
go before cabinet. 

John Francis Conneamey: 
Also in Bordeaux Jail. Con¬ 
neamey, an escaped U.S. con¬ 


vict, was trying to get rid of a 
gun when police saw him and 
a shootout followed. He killed 
policeman Richard Larente of 
Lasalle, Qup. His appeal to 
the Supreme Court is being 
prepared. 

John Harvey Miller and 
Vincent John Roger Cockrill: 
Convicted together March 29 
S>t 1974, of shooting RCMP 
Constable Richard Pierlet 
with a .30-.30 rifle. Their case 
is before the B.C. appeals 
court. The shooting occurred 
after a drinking party. 

Court was told they decided 
to kill a policeman to avenge 
the death of Miller's brother, 
who died in a car chase with 
police. 

George Peloquin: Convicted 
March 1 of murdering Stanley 
Conrad Green, an employee 
at Stoney Mountain Peniten¬ 
tiary in Manitoba. Peloquin’s 
case is going into the appeal 
process. Peloquin, a prisoner, 
beat Green, the carpentry 
shop foreman, to death. 

James Hutchinson and 
Richard Ambrose* Convicted 
April 1 of shooting Moncton, 
N.B., policemen Aurele Bour¬ 
geois and Michael O’Leary, 
they are sentenced to be 
hanged June 13 but stays will 
be granted while their appeals 
are carried out. 


Women’s bodies 
found on beach 


MOCLIPS, Wash. (UPI) — 
The partially-clad bodies of 
two young women in their late 
teens were found on a Quin- 
ault Indian reservation beach 
Friday, the FBI reported. The 
women apparently had been 
stabbed. 

Authorities said the bodies 
matched descriptions of two 
unidentified women from- the 
Seattle area reported missing 
on a hitch-hiking and beach 
camping trip. 

The bodies were found in a 
makeshift campsite of drift¬ 
wood on a Pacific Ocean 


beach near Moclips River, a 
mile north of Moclips, Grays 
Harbor County Sheriff Harold 
Sumpter said. 

The FBI sent two special 
agents from its Olympia 
bureau to investigate, as the 
incident involved non-Indians 
on an Indian reservation. 

There are nine other women 
who disappeared in Washing¬ 
ton state, beginning with 
Lynda Ann Healy, 21, who 
vanished Jan. 31, 1974. Her 
body was found in March of 
this year. Five other bodies 
have been found.

We live In ah age when the 
patient’s deep feelings are 
frequently ignored in the in¬ 
terests of convenient proce¬ 
dure when an elderly pa¬ 
tient with a fear of hospitals 
cannot obtain home treat¬ 
ment ; when a woman is • vir¬ 
tually forced to have her baby 
in the hospital, even if she 
would prefer to be at home 
with her family. Is this 
progress?

Dr. MacMillan’s book is 
about people. The people he 
treated. the people who 
helped him along the way 
people whose homes were 
open to him when he was too 
exhausted after a call to un¬ 
dertake the journey home 
people who lent hirrj their 
cars, their horses, their sleds, 
their beds, and their whole- 
souled support so that he 
could carry out his duties. 

The severe Cape Breton 
winters, when roads were 
closed and the ice treacher¬ 
ous. often forced Dr. Mac¬ 
Millan to rely on techniques a 
century old In arriving at his 
diagnoses. Without access to 
laboratory facilities or X-ray 
equipment, he had to use 
common sense and quiijk 
thinking. 

★ ★ ★ 

In one anecdote, he tells 
tiow he sutured a tom cheek 
with hairs pulled from his 
horse and boiled for steriliza¬ 
tion in another, how he 
dislodged a piece of meat 
caught in a patient’s gullet 
with a speedometer cable 
housing! 

Travelling by car. boat, 
snowmobile, horse and sled, 
and on foot, he.cwne near dis¬ 
aster more times than one 
would care to remember 
but in this book Dr. Mac¬ 
Millan remembers, with vi¬ 
vidness and often with humor. 

The ‘Memoirs’ are full of 
ice and snow, gale winds, and 
the fearsome terrain off 
winter-bound Cape Breton 
and full of human warmth, 
wit and integrity.

The 52,000 - ton German battleship 
Bismarck, was sunk by British war¬ 
ships — the Rodney and the King 
George V — in 1941, four days after 
she had sunk HMS Hood. Lower 


picture, taken by a sailor on the Ger¬ 
man cruiser Prinz Eugen, shows the 
Bismarck receiving a direct hit 
shortly before she sank. 


The subsequent escape of 
Bismarck from shadowing 
cruisers, and her desperate 
effort to reach sanctuary in 
an occupied French port, pro¬ 
vide the sort of suspense to 
which every capable narrator 
aspires. 

Kennedy has created such 
an intimacy for his readers 
with the personnel and with 
Ihe great, ship herself, that 
almost against one’s will the 
known climax of the story ap¬ 
proaches.

Bismarck, against hopeless 
odds, becomes heroic. Crip- 


pied. ihe ship creeps towards 
air cover and submarine sup- 
port, with Admiral Gunther 
Lutjens and her commanding 
officer. Capt. Ernest Lin- 
demann, employing every 
possible trick of evasion. 

The end is anti-climax. 

Possibly the most harrow¬ 
ing episode of a tragic tale is 
HMS Dorsetshire’s effort to

She is stopped, with scram¬ 


bling nets and lifebuoys over 
the side, bringing aboard ex¬ 
hausted and often badly 
burned and wounded sailors.

Theorist tackles the medical establishment

Since conductors express their ideas 
through the performances of other musi¬ 
cians, their reputations tend to die with 
them. They live longest in the memories of 
those who played foF thfcm or heard their 
concerts. But the memory of Arturo Tos¬ 
canini has not faded in this way, though he 
died as long ago as 1957. 

In George Marek. moreover, he has 
found an interpreter who, as an RCA record¬ 
ing executive, probably attended more 
Toscanini concerts and operas than anyone 
else, and in whose mind Toscanini remains 
the incandescent force he was on the 
podium. 

Fortunately for us, Marek is also a writer 
on music whose admirable biographies of 
Beethoven, Mendelssohn. Richard Strauss, 
Puccini and others bear witness to his com¬ 
mand of the written word as well as the 
printed note* 

Of all the books written about Toscanini 
in English — some by musicians, under his 
baton, others by admirers none is better 
informed, better researched, better'^balanced 
between uncritical adulation and critical de¬ 
preciation than this one. Clearly Marek's 
TOSCANINI was written con amore from 

first page to last. 

★ ★ ★ 

Toscanini, like many great musicians, 

liked to simplify his art in elementary terms. 
“It is easy to be a conductor.’’ he would say; 
“all you have tp do is play the notes as they 
are written.” Winch reminds me of the way 
Rachmfinirtoff used to describe playing the 
piano.;- ’’Simply’ put your fingers on the right 
notes and press them the right way.’’ * 

The problem is that music is an emo¬ 

tional language and musical notation a rela¬ 
tively inexact guide lending itself to varied 
interpretations, which is why a Toscanini 
version of a work sounded so different from 
one. say. by a Mengelberg. 


Marek makes no secret of his admiration 

nay. love for Toscanini, and recalls for 
us scenes at concerts where audiences 
expressed their enthusiasm in ways that 
have not been seen or heard since 

Toscanini’s beginning is one of the legends 
of music - how. as a young cellist with a 
touring opera company in Rio de Janeiro, he 
Stepped in at the last minute to conduct Aida 
after the conductor had resigned and his sub¬ 
stitute had been hissed from the stage. It 
proved a triump h for Toscanini. Thereafter 
lie was to become the most dynamic conduc¬ 
tor of his age. 

★ ★ ★ 

The hook is rich in the many stories that 
clustered round Toscanini’s reputation 
throughout his career his tempestuous 
moSds. his fiery outbursts, his prodigious 
memory. Marek records thp best of these, 
not least the conductor's fantastic command 
of detail. He could tell when a cymbal was 
supposed to crash though it didn’t appear in 
the music. Later research revealed that it 
had been inexplicably omitted from the origi¬ 
nal score. 

The style of the narrative matches the 
level of the music. This is no w'ell-intentioned 
amateurish obeisance at the shrine of a great 
musician, but a meticulously documented 
musical biography drawing extensively on 
data and interviews. 

Being himself a widely-read man, Marek’s 
many literary allusions add a special cachet 
to his tribute. He reminds us, for example, 
what can happen when a famous man out of 
his depth commits himself to a fatuous opin¬ 
ion,- as witness this comment on Wagner’s 
Meistersingcr by Ruskin. “Of all the bete, 
clumsy, blindering, baboon-blooded stuff I 
ever saw on a human stage. . . .’’ 

Luckily, we have Toscanini’s recordings 
(though they were made before stereo) and 
now this Marek book to keep the maestro’s 
memory green. “Nobody has flamed the tem¬ 
perature higher than Toscanini,’’ recalls 
Marek, obviously still in the thrall of memo¬ 
ries that will haunt him for the rest of his 
days. -

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Doctors, not disease, cause sickness! 


MEDICAL NEMESIS, hy Ivan Illich; McClelland* Stewart; 
1X3 pp: $3.95 paperback.

In this book, radical theorist Ivan Illich once more 
shakes up an established belief that medicine is good for 
you. The automatic response is one of general disbelief to 
Illich’s thesis that it is the medical establishment that makes 
people sick today not disease. 

But after reading his evidence, it is difficult to remain 
complacent. Illioh carefully documents how ineffective doc¬ 
tors have been in combatting illness, and how effective they 
are in creating it. For example, he points out declines in the 
death rates of such diseases as scarlet fever, diptheria. 
whooping cough and measles occurred before immunization 
programs and antibiotics became widespread. Better environ¬ 
ment and nutrition were the real cures, he explains. 

Increased availability of medical treatment does not make 
any difference, either, he says: “The fact that there are 
more doctors where certain diseases have become rare has 
little to do with their ability to control or eliminate them." 

Doctors also help cause illness through unnecessary sur¬ 
gery, careless prescription of drugs, and hospitalization, in

which patients suffer a great risk of acquiring new diseases 
or injuries from accidents. 

Increasingly the medical establishment has taken over 
what used to be normal occurrences of life birth, death. 
’ illness and made them into part of a highly bureaucratic 
and technocratic health system. 

People are not allowed to develop their own resources for 
dealing with health problems, and what the medical system 
offers does not necessarily alleviate suffering and pain, says 
Illich, but in fact, often increases them. His solution is for 
people to once again learn how to cope with illness on their 
own, rather than rely on the medical system. 

“People need no bureaucratic interference to mate, give 
birth, share the human condition and die. Man’s consciously- 
lived fragility, individuality and relatedness make the experi¬ 
ence of pain, of sickness and of death an integral part ot his 
life." 

Medical Neminis is an exciting, provocative book with 
ideas that ought to be discussed. However? Illicb’s verbose, 
overly-academic style presents real problems to the reader. 
It is hard to believe that he is serious when he says he wants 
to exenange ideas when he writes a sentence such as this: 

“In the interim, that is, between the point of optimal 
synergy between industrial and autonomous production and 
the point of maximum tolerable industrial hegemony, politi¬ 
cal and juridical procedures become necessary to reverse in¬ 
dustrial expansion.’’ 

I’ve read that sentence several times, and I’m still noi 
sure what it means. I wonder if Ivan Illich knows what it 
means. 

If he really is as concerned as he says about encouraging 
effective social criticism -in or^er to alleviate society’s injus¬ 
tices and inequalities, he’d better learn how to wrile a plain 
English sentence first.

the French king (Jean Pierre 
Cassel) be a foppish popinjay 
(all French movie monarchs 
past a certain historical vin¬ 
tage are). 

And il would have been un¬ 
forgivably illogical for direc¬ 
tor Richard Lester to have 
required the musketeers 
themselves — with Michael 
York as the naive D’Artagnan 
and Oliver Reed as the 
sweaty Athos — to do other 
than romp, rescue, chirp mer¬ 
rily and swordfight. 

Right and wrong or even 
good and evil really don’t 
enter into it. 

When anybody is required 
to do something contrary to 
what nature intended, they 
get bored. 

The biggest bore to every¬ 
one is the apparently neces¬ 
sary siege of La Rochelle in 
which some Huguenot pea¬ 
sants are ensconced for not 
particularly remarkable rea¬ 
sons. 

Complains Richelieu: "Bui 
it is boring battering away 
day ( after day.’’ 

And Richelieu is right; The 
silliness of History is at least 
as silly as the silliness of 
movie plotting. And it is often 
more boring. 

The movie itself is far from 
boring, with as much tum¬ 
bling action and as much 
"excessive swordplay” as the 
provincial film classifealiorv 
department warned of last 
year with Lester’s forerun- j 
ning hit, The Three Muske¬ 
teers. 

Lester obviously has a 
Pandora’s box of funny ideas. 

The humor is never entirely 
slapstick (although the mus¬ 
keteers’ path is strewn with 
puddles and pitfalls), nor sim¬ 
ply camp (though some of it 
is pretty arch), nor plain sa¬ 
tirical (though the flimsy bul- 
kiness of pomp and power on 
display shines through in 
over-caparisoned horses and 
cumbersome carriages). 

Lester has his own pleasing 
sense of the ridiculous. 

This is much in evidence in 
the scene where Porthos 
(Frank Finlay) manages to 
rescue Constance (Raquel 
Welch) from an upper floor of 
a castle surrounded -by man- 
chewing dogs. 

It is not until Aremis and 
Athos have passed Welch out 
of the window that you realize 
that Porthos has used stilts in 
this stunt. 

The couple hovers and hob¬ 
bles out of harm’s reach with 
one of the voracious beasts 
tugging away quite success¬ 
fully at one of the stilts. 

All this sumptuous silliness 
is never allowed to stand in 
the way of the action or the 
audience's enjoyment in root¬ 
ing for its champions. 

Lack of fizzing action, how¬ 
ever, is what makes the other 
silly arrival, Billy Wilder’s 
The. Front Page (mature at 
Odeon 2) a less entertaining 
feast. 

A rehash of the half-cen¬ 
tury-old comedy by Ben Hecht 
and Charles MacArthur, it’s 
the story of newspaperman. 
and w^tfld-be newly-wed Hildy 
John<on and his ruthless edi¬ 
tor Walter Rurns (Walter 
Matthau). 

The trouble is that most of 
the action, which centres 
around coverage of an abor¬ 
tive hanging at election time, 
takes place in the police sta¬ 
tion -press room. 


And as most reporters will 
agree, typewriters are a poor 
match for broads and swords, 
and press rooms tend to be 
short on action and long on 
ham dialogue. 

Nevertheless, -much of this 
• boozy press chatter and ra-ra- 
rudery is still funny — and at 
any rate a change from the 
holier-than-thou pretensions of 
the post-Watergate press gen¬ 
eration.

Manchester fans blamed 
for wild soccer rioting 


LONDON (AP) - Soccer fans ripped 
wooden safety barriers apart with their 
hands Saturday and battled police with im¬ 
provised clubs, in some of the worst violence 
seen at British stadiums this year. 

At Notts County’s ground at Nottingham.. 
Manchester fans went wild when their team 
clinched the English Second Division cham¬ 
pionship with a 2-2 tie. Dozens were in¬ 
jured and carried off on stretchers in fight¬ 
ing which followed the final whistle. 

Thousands swarmed onto the field. Man¬ 
chester fans ripped huge pieces of wood from 
safety barriers and swung them against the 
police. 

They demolished a 15-foot wall, then tore 
out seats and smashed windows. Police 
moved in with dogs. They broke up groups of 
fighting fans and arrested 40. Ambulance 
men could not find enough stretchers to 
carry the injured. 


More than 600 police were on duty to greet 
the Manchester United fans. Fights began 
near the railway station when the Man¬ 
chester contingent arrived in the town. 

The Manchester brigade, keyed up for the 
big game, met Nottingham Forest fans who 
were leaving for a game at Norwich. 

Fighting broke out in the streets. Police 
arrested 30 people and 10 of them, all Man¬ 
chester supporters, were detained in jail. 

At White Hart Lane Stadium in London, 
thousands of rival fans swarmed onto the 
field and fought among themselves before the 
Tottenham Hotspur-Chelsea game. 

Police charged them with batons, cleared 
the field and the game started a few minutes 
late. 

Thousands of fans were locked out of the 
stadium. Hundreds of police struggled to 
clear crowds off the streets and let traffic get 
through.

But on the par-five last hole, Palmer hit a 
magnificent drive and then a four-iron to 
within seven feet of the pin to set up his 
eagle putt. 


Palmer shot a one-over 73 for the day 
which gave him a 72-hole total of 283, five 
strokes under par for the tournament. 

Behind Palmer and Fourie came a trio at 
286 Guy Hunt of England and Spaniards 
Valentin Barrios and Antonio Garrido. 

Defending-champion Jerry Heard shot a 
final round 72 to finish with three others at 
287. 

The irony of Palmer’s finish was that the 
I8ih hole of the 6780-yard La Manga Club 
course had given him the most trouble in 
earlier rounds. Twice he put drives into its 
lake. La Manga is on the Mediterranean cost

Nine-year veteran leads 
in quest for first title 


PENSACOLA, Fla. — Jerry 
McGee, a nine-year veteran 
on the Professional Golfers 
Association tour looking for 
his first win, holds the lead 
going into today’s final round 
of the $125,000 Pensacola 
Open golf tournament. 

McGee shot a five-under- 
par 66 Saturday in a round 
delayed by a rainstorm. The 
31-year-old holds a one-stroke 
lead over Wally Armstrong, 
who also shot a 66. McGee has 
201 for 54 holes, 12 under par. 

Sharing third place at 205, 
four strokes off, are tour- 
rookie Roger Maltbie, who 
shot a 69, and Bruce Cramp- 
ton, who had a 68 Saturday. 

Defending-champion Lee 
Elder dropped six strokes off 
the pace with a 69 and is in a 
group of six players at 207 in 
eighth place. » 

McGee, whose best finish 
ever was a third two weeks 
ago in the Greater Greens¬ 
boro Open, had an erratic 
front side, notching two bir¬ 
dies, two bogeys and an ea¬ 
gle-three with a 12-foot putt 
on the 542-yard sixth hole. 

Winner of $40,000 so far this 
year, McGee moved into the 
lead following a 34-minute 
rain delay that left water all 
over the flat, 6679-yard Pen¬ 
sacola Country Club course. 
Facing an 18-foot, birdie putt 
on the 13th when play was 
halted, McGee sank it, lipped 
the cup with a 20-feet birdie 
try on the 15th, got a birdie 
from 10 feet at 16 and paired 
out. 

Armstrong, another non 
winner on the tour, had a 
more even round, recording 
three birdies on each nine and 
taking his only bogey on the 
par-three seventh hole. 

The storm had an unsettling 
effect on Don Iverson, who 
was the halfway leader and 
was sharing the lead at the 
time. He took a double-bogey 
six on the 13th and then bo¬ 
geyed the 14th. He shares 
fifth place with Graham 
Marsh and Miller Barber at 
206. 

"I We a lot to Bruce 
Crampton,” McGee said of his 
weekly-practice partner. 
“But I can’t be pulling for 
him (today).”

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Fischer’s demands too much for world body

I suppose I owe it to every 
rhess fan to say a word or 
two about the recently-abort¬ 
ed world chess championship 
match between Bobby Fischer 
of the U.S. and then- 
challenger and now-champion 
Anatoly Karpov of the Soviet 
Union. 

For the uninitiated, Fischer, 
the titleholder until April 4, 
decided that the cham¬ 
pionship match should be held 
by his rules and not the rest 
of the world’s. As a matter of 
fact he partly succeeded, and 
the world chess federation 
changed one of the rules 
that of limiting the number of 
games. 

However, after a close vote 
the federation rejected 
Fischer’s other demand that 
once the champion reached 
nine points (it was to go to 10 
victories, with ties not to 
count!, the challenger would 
he out. What it meant was 
that Karpov would have 
had to beat Fischer by at 


least 10-8 to take the crown 
away from him — a definite 
advantage for the champion. 

Fischer insisted he’d forfeit 
the crown if his second de¬ 
mand wasn’t accepted, the 
federation twice extended the 
April 1 deadline for ham to 
change his mind, then finally 
awarded the title to 24-year- 
old Karpov by default. 

And there you have it — but 
it’s not really that surprising 
chess players are just a 
reflection of the whole world 
situation. It’s a shame and a 
sobering fact as well. 

□

VANCOUVER (CPi The 
chairman of the B.C. Police 
Commission says he foresees 
a “small constitutional crisis" 
over the federal and provin¬ 
cial government shares of 
RCMP costs. 

John Hogarth said in an 
interview that the federal gov¬ 
ernment and the eight prov¬ 
inces which use the RCMP as 
municipal and provincial 
forces are far apart in their 
negotiations over costs. 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said in February that 
the B.C. government will "go 
right to the mat” with the fed¬ 
eral government over the cost 
of the RCMP. 

Hogarth said such a crisis 
would be good because it 
would indicate to the federal 
government the importance of 
police service. 

He said the federal govern¬ 
ment is wrong in funding cor¬ 
rectional systems with poor 
results al the expense of po¬ 
lice services. 

The federal government is 
trying to cut its contribution 
by 10 per cent where the 
RCMP act as municipal or 
provincial . police, Hogarth 
said. 

All the provinces, cxcepl 
Ontario and Quebec, are nego¬ 
tiating collectively with the 
federal government to get it 
to pay. 50 per cent of all 
RCMP costs. 

Until the current contract 
expires in 1976, the federal 
government pays 50 per cent 
when the force is acting as a 
provincial police group and 25 
per cent when it is acting 
as a municipal force. 

Hogarth said the federal 
government has olfered to 
pay 40 per cent when the 
RCMP act as a provincial 
force and 15 per cent when it 
acts as a municipal force. 

Hogarth also told the quar- 


records and 
men fired from police forces 
for brutality and collect infor¬ 
mation under dubious circum¬ 
stances tor credit agencies. 

He said licensing, proper se¬ 
lection of personnel and su¬ 
pervision is needed in the in¬ 
dustry. 

“I anticipate the problem 
will tail on our shoulders,” 
said Hogarth.

Garden notes 


CAMELLIA CULTURE (R. 
McG., Victoria) 

Camellia blossoms should 
always be removed after they 
fade, but just how much stem 
should be cut away depends 
oft-iha-'fc'haracter of the wood 
behind the blossom. 

To play safe, the faded 
flowers could be snipped off 
just under the flower head, 
taking no stem at all, and 
with this treatment there can 
be no possible injury to the 
plant. However, a little judi¬ 
cious pruning will make for a 
better and more shapely bush. 

If you find any of the blos¬ 
soms borne on long, stringy 
stems, remove the entire 
stem. On more vigorous 
branches, cut back to just 
a,bove a leaf or leaf bud. 

If no such leaf or bud is 
present, remove the entire 
twig or sub-branch right back 
to the nearest fork. 

Your camellia will benefit 
from a thick mulch on the soil 
surface over the whole rooting 
area. 

Use peat moss, fir bark, 
half-rotted leaves or old rot¬ 
ted manure, with plenty of 
water through the summer 


and an occasional spraying of 
the foliage, during hot, dry 
weather with either clear 
water or vith a liquid sea¬ 
weed fertilizer solution.

RASPBERRY PRUNING <S. 
G., Brentwood) 

The pruning of raspberries 
is really very simple if you 
keep in mind that while the 
roots are perennial, the canes 
themselves are biennial, each 
individual cane living for only 
two years. 

A young cane pushing up 
from the roots this spring will 
make growth all summer, and 
will bear its first and ONLY 
crop of blossoms and berries 
in the summer of 1976, after 
which it dies and is cut down. 

In the meantime, a new sel 
of canes will spring up next 
spring to bear the 1977 crop, 
and so on. 

While the canes which bore 
fruit may be cut away any 
time through the fall or 
winter, or even in early 
spring, I think there is some 
advantage in taking them out 
as soon as the last of the 
raspberry crop has been 
harvested. 


LEFT 0\"ER BULBS (G. L., 
Saanichton) 

The gladiolus bulbs which 
wj^re not planted last spring 
are almost certainly useless 
now. 

You could try soaking them 
in tepid water for 24 hours to 
see if they show any signs otf 
plumping up and. if so, plant 
close together in boxes of 
damp peat moss at ordinary 
room temperatures. 

If there is any life left in 
the bulbs, they will show 
signs of sprouting within a 
week, and can be planted out. 

Frankly, though, with first- 
class gladiolus bulbs so cheap 
to buy, I don’t think it is 
worthwhile trying to nurse the 
old ones back to health. 

□ 

SPLIT BARK (H. S„ Nanai¬ 
mo) 

If the vertical split in the 
bark of your plum tree is on 
the south or southwest side of 
the tree, chances are it was 
caused by winter sun falling 
on frosted tissues: this is very 
common in the colder parts of 
the country. 

If the split is elsewhere, It 


is probably due to the bark 
becoming hardened and losing 
its stretch during a hot dry 
period, then cracking from in¬ 
ternal pressure when mois¬ 
ture and sap movement is 
restored. 

Very drastic pruning, also, 
will sometimes cause cracks 
in the bark. 

Extend the crack up and 
down the tree with a sharp 
knife to relieve the pressure 
then clean out the weathered 
part of the crack right down 
to clean wood. 

Then seal the wound against 
the entry of infection by 
spraying with a tree pruning 
paint aerosol.

FADED PRIMROSE (J. O’C., 
Victoria) 

When the flowers on Primu¬ 
la Wanda turn from a rich 
purple to a washed-out 
mauve, it is almost always 
due lo a shortage of iron in 
the plant’s diet. 

Better give them an iron 
tonic such as Sequestrene, 
Green Garde or Greenol Liq¬ 
uid Iron, available at garden 
shops.

Domino theory works! 


WASHINGTON lilrood 
Bangleshake, resident engi¬ 
neer at the Theoretical Test¬ 
ing Co., was adroitly standing 
dominoes on end when I was 
ushered into his laboratory. 

“Good,” he said, glanching 
up briefly, “You’re just in 
time for the first experi¬ 
ment.”

Dar R.: No matter what the 
subject, you are bound to find 
disagreement among the ex¬ 
perts.

James Selkin. Director of the 
Centre for the Study of Vio¬ 
lence at Denver General.Hos¬ 
pital. Dr. Selkin advises 
\v.unen AGAINST being calm 
or trying to talk the attacker 
out of it. According to Dr. 
Welkin it is important to resist 
rape violently, at the begin¬ 
ning Dr. Selkin claims the 
would-be-rapist would be in¬ 
clined to run off rather 
ihan risk being seized by the 
police or a (kxxl Samaritan. 
Moreover, the attacker's plan 
for a smooth sex-fantasy trip 
is ruined by a shrieking, claw¬ 
ing woman. 


If, however, a rapist enters 
a woman’s bedroom while she 
is asleep, and puts a gun to 
her head or a knife to her 
throat, the best thing to do is 
submit. 

Dr. Selkin has statistics to 
support his position. Less than 
9 per cent of the Denver 
women who resisted rape by 
yelling and fighting back suf¬ 
fered anything more serious 
than a cut or a bruise. 

Murders,’' he said, "are 
usually committed when the 
rapist feels safe and no one is 
giving him any trouble.” 

Dr. Selkin warned against 
women being too friendly and 
trusting to stranger*. Nurses 
and teachers are so frequent¬ 
ly raped, he said, because 
they fall into this category.

If you are newlyweds or a 
young single fresh out of 
school, the job of selecting 
furnishings for your first 
apartment poses a number of 
questions.

Researcher to investigate 
cause of cancer in cells 


SASKATOON <CP» .A 
Saskatoon medical researcher 
said Friday it should be 
known in two years if ah im¬ 
balance in substances regulat¬ 
ing cell growth cause cancer. 

Dr. R. A. Hickey, an as¬ 
sociate professor of phar¬ 
macology al the University of 
Saskatchewan, said in a news 
release that he is investigat¬ 
ing the possibility that cancer 
may be related to an imba¬ 
lance in cellular levels of two 
substances - He ho|>es to be 
able to provide a key to im¬ 
proving chemical methods of 
treatment. 

He said one of the major 
problems in selectively treat¬ 
ing cancer, which is charac¬ 
terized by rapid, unregulated 
cell growth, has' been a lack 
of knowledge about how the 
growing cells multiply. 

No one has been able to dis¬ 
cover what starts a cell grow¬ 
ing and turns it off when it 
has reached normal size. If 
this w-as known, it would then 
he possible to identify 
changes in cancer cells and 
do something about them, lie 
stlid. 

Two substances, known a 
cyclic, nucleotides, recently 
have Been found to influence 
cell grow th in opjiosite ways. 

One of them appears to be 


involved in stimulating cells 
so they grow and ’reproduce 
rapidly w>hile the other ap¬ 
pears to play a part in inhibit¬ 
ing cell growth so cells are 
prevented from exceeding 
normal size. 

Dr. Hickey said that in 
cancer celLs, levels of the 
growth substance may have 
been increased relative to (he 
inhibiting substance resulting 
in rapid, unregulated grow th. 

Three years ago Dr. Hickey 
started studying the role of 
cyclic nucleotides tn animal 
tumors. Recently he received 
a $32,000 grant from the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute of Can¬ 
ada for two more years of 
workf 

During the first year he will 
vvork -with Dr, I.. Robison 
at the Texas Medical Centre 
at Houston. Dr. Robison re¬ 
ceived a Nobel Prize for med¬ 
icine and physiology in 1D71 
for his work in this area. 

Dr. Hirkey said if there aro 


no complications, he should 
know in two years if an imba¬ 
lance of the two substances 
plays » part in cancer. 

Success would pave the way 
for less toxic treatments for 
cancer patients because only 
cancer cells would he treated. 

Present chemical methinls 
involve drugs which kill 
canocr cells and -other cells tn 
the body which normally grow 
and multiply rapidly.

eating. Let me count the 
ways: 

(1) Breast: The two halves 
Of the breast may be tied to¬ 
gether to make a great roast 
for a small family at a frac¬ 
tion of what the same thing 
would cost if you bought it al¬ 
ready rolled. Boneless turkey 
breast roll is selling for in the 
neighborhood of $2 a pound in 
my neighborhood, and with 
the two breast halves at 49 
cents a pound, you can make 
your own 5- to 8-pound roll for 
a lot less than $10 to $16. 

The difference will very 
likely be more than enough to 
buy the whole bird. To make 
a breast roll, place one half of 
the turkey breast on a cutting 
board, skin side down. Put the 
other half on top of it with the 
skin side up. Place them so 
that the large end of one is on 
top of the small pointed end of 
the other. 

Tie two or three strings 
around the length of the 
breasts and tighten only 
enough to pull the roll into 
shape. Then make ties around 
the roll at about one-inch in¬ 
tervals to hold it firm. If you 
want a really professional 
looking roll, one that holds 
together when you slice it, as 
if it were a solid piece of 
meat, try this: 

Before rolling, lightly dust 
each of the inside surfaces 
with dehydrated egg white 
(you can buy it at a bakery 
or baker’s supply store). The 
egg white is odorless, taste¬ 
less and you can’t even see it 
after the turkey is roasted. 
But it acts as a binder, hold¬ 
ing the two sides together. It’s 
handy to have on hand when¬ 
ever you’re ‘‘home-rolling” 
any kind of meat. 

Be sure to leave the skin on 
the breast when you make a 
turkey roll. The fat, and with 
it the flavor, is right under 
the skin. If you remove it, 
your turkey roll won’t have 
much turkey flavor. At times 
that is a desirable character¬ 
istic of turkey — without the 
skin, the breast has a very 
mild flavor and may be effec¬ 
tively substituted for veal.

This leads to a second use 
of the breast meat. Remove 
the skin from a breast half 
and lay it on the cutting board 
with what was the skin side 
down. 

Lift Out the breast filet (this 
may be sliced separately and 
it leaves the main portion of 
the breast in one solid piece). 
Slice the breast across the 
grain into 14-inch slices. 
Pound them lightly if you 
want them thinner, and try 
them in place of veal in your 
favorite recipe for Scaloppine, 
Picatta or Wiener Schnitzel. 
You’ll be pleasantly sur¬ 
prised, especially when you 
consider the difference be¬ 
tween the cost of veal and 
that of turkey. 

(2) Legs and Wings: Unfor¬ 
tunately, the turkey industry 
hag not figured out a way to 
pull the tendons out of the 
drumsticks. Grandpa used to 
manage it, but modern in¬ 
dustry can’t. So rather than 
trying to eat them as they 


arc. put them in a pot along 
with the wings (there isn’t 
enough on tw o of those to go 
very far), add a small sliced 
onion, a small sliced carrot, a 
chopped stalk of celery and 
salt and pepper to taste. Add 
just enough water to barely 
cover, put a lid on the pot and 
simmer for about three hours. 

When the turkey is tender, 
remove from heat and allow 
to cool in its cooking liquid. 
Then strip the meat from the 
bones and use it for salads, 
casseroles, etc. 


Save the cooking liquid. 
Strain it, put it in a couple of 
paper cups or a zip-lock-top 
plastic bag and pop it in the 
freezer for the next time 
you’re making a sauce or 
soup or gravy to go with your 
turkey roll. 

(3) Thighs: The thighs may 
be used for all kinds of inter¬ 
esting dishes. Remove the 
bone and skin, then forget 
that it’s turkey. Cut it in 
cubes and use for kabobs, 
slice it thin and use it in your 
favorite stir-fry recipe. While 
it’s still frosty, fresh from the 
freezer, run it one time 
through Grandma’s old- 
fashioned meat grinder and 
call it “turkey-burger.” 

Next time you see the big 
bird at a bargain price in 
your butcher’s frozen food 
case, don’t think cranberry 
sauce and all that stuff. Use 
your imagination. You’ll save 
money!

The committee on medical 
effects of environmental pol¬ 
lutants said in a report re¬ 
leased this week that nu¬ 
merous studies have turned 
up high rates of cancer 
among workers at nickel 
smelters and refineries and 
that laboratory experiments 
have shown that inhaled nick¬ 
el compounds can cause 
cancer in animals. 

The panel said, however, 
that available evidence in¬ 
dicates natural concentrations 
of nickel ip water, soils and 
food are not a threat to man. 

In fact, tihe scientists said 
nickel may be an essential 
trace element for nutrition. 

The concern is with nickel 
compounds that are inhaled. 
Tobacco contains nickel and it 
has been estimated that a 
person who smokes 40 ciga-. 
rettes a day might inhale i 
from one to five milligrams of 
the metal a year.

LONDON (CSM) - As with 
any land, the British Isles at¬ 
tract tourists at many levels 
of perception and interest. 
You can watch the changing 
of the guard at Buckingham 
Palace. You can go to Cork 
and kiss the Blarney Stone, or 
make your way north to drink 
in the staric beauty of the He¬ 
brides. 

But if you were to ask, Bri¬ 
tain? This year, when the 
weather is uncertain and in¬ 
flation rampant, when there is 
unemployment at home and 
political uncertainties 
abroad? I would say. “Yes, 
Britain, all the same, wherev¬ 
er you may happen to come 
from.” 

Britain, after all, is the 
mother of the concept of free¬ 
dom under law. It is a con¬ 
cept much buffeted these days 
when suggestions of lack and 
of the finite nature of re¬ 
sources impose tightening 
government controls on more 
and more aspects of daily liv¬ 
ing. 

Yet the concept remaias 
very much alive in these 
isles, and if you bring with 
you some sense of history you 
can re-create at Runnymede 
by the Thames the field 
where King John was forced 
to sign the Magna Carta, or 
see for yourself, from the visi¬ 
tors’ gallery in the House of 
Commons, the on going work 
of Parliament. 

In Swansea, a Welsh indus¬ 
trial town with a pleasingly 
redeveloped city centre, I 
wandered into a court of law 
and watched a bewigged 
judge explaining to the 
members of the jury what 
choice of verdicts faced them 
depending on their evaluation 
of the evidence. The case was 
simple: A wife accused her 
husband of “wounding with 
intent to cause grevious bodi¬ 
ly harm.” The wounding was 
not in question, but what was 
the intent? 

The jury, everyday citizens 
of various ages and occupa¬ 
tions, listened impassively as 
the judge went over the testi¬ 
mony, suggesting the ques¬ 
tions the jurors might ask 
themselves. His tone was 


clear, his language simple, 
his manner respectful. The 
verdict was the jury’s, and 
the jury’s alone. 

For the tourist who wants a 
specific theme, this is Europe¬ 
an Architectural Hertitage 
Year and Edinburgh, Poole, 
and Chester all have restora¬ 
tion projects and festivities 
connected with this occasion. 
In London, Regent Street is 
celebrating the 150th year of 
its having been laid out by 
John Nash,favorite architect 
of George IV. 

The Royal Shakespeare 
Theatre in Stratford-on-Avon 
is putting on a cycle of Shake¬ 
speare’s historical plays— 
Henry IV. Henry V. and The 
Merry Wives of Windsor—to 
honor its own centennial. 
These plays also can be seen 
at the Aldwych in London. 

Chester, near Liverpool, on 
the Welsh border, is one of 
the finest examples in Europe 
of a town that remains bus¬ 
tling and alive despite its 
charming medieval flavor. 
The 200 acres enclosed within 
city walls dating back in 
parts to Roman times are a 
fascinating blend of Tudor 
wattle-and daub, elegant Ja¬ 
cobean, and Georgian town 
house. 


Victorian imitations of 
Tudor architecture, solid and 
well-built, and modem struc¬ 
tures of glass, steel, and 
poured concrete, are carefully 
proportioned so. as to keep 
from dominating the older 
buildings. 

The cathedral, built of 
warm local sandstone, was a 
Benedictine abbey; its origins 
go back to the 13th century. 
Harold Hesketh, chief guide of 
Chester City, can charm you 
with tales of how the monks 
tried to wrest possession of 
the south transept from the 
citizens of Chester by building 
them another church across 
the square, which they called 
St. Nicholas. But the citizens 
preferred what later became 
the cathedral, and neglected 
St. Nicholas has fallen into 
disuse. 

The unique feature of 
Chester’s narrow, crowded 
shopping streets are its rows, 


The spectre of inflation haunts Britain. But if you spend 
your money carefully—alternate nights in ^castle with a stay 
at a bed and breakfast place, for example, or travel by train 
rather than by car—you can still contrive a delightful trip for a 
reasonable price. And when you think that Shakespeare, Dylan 
Thomas, and the cathedrals of the Middle Ages are waiting for 
you, today’s costs may still seem a small price to pay. 


doubledecker passageways 
that give you access to shops 
at both street level and above 
and which thus allow you to 
walk protected whatever the 
weather may be. 

One-way traffic patterns 
have been worked out in¬ 
geniously so that cars cannot 
get into the city without even¬ 
tually finding themselves 
back where they started. 
(And since parking is forbid¬ 
den except on designated 
parks, one soon finds it is best 


to leave one’s vehicle and 
walk.) 

But this has not turned 
Chester into a museum town, 
dead except for tourists. On 
•the contrary, the walled city 
remains the shopping center 
not only for Greater Chester, 
with a population of 118,000, 
but for a quarter million peo¬ 
ple surrounding the town. 

York, once the capital of 


the north and England’s sec¬ 
ond city, is another place you 
should not miss if you have 
more time than just to wa$ch 
the changing of the guards at 
Buckingham Palace or to see 
the crown jewels in the Tower 
of London. 

The Minister of York is one 
of the noblest cathedrals of 
Europe, ranking with Canter¬ 
bury, Notre Dame de Paris, 
or Cologne. In 1967 1 architects 
found that the cathedral could 
collapse at any moment be¬ 
cause of the weight of its 
great central tower, pressing 
down through the centuries on 
the soft soil of its foundations. 

The solution, worked out 
with great ingenuity, was to 
create a platform of steel and 
concrete on which the cathe¬ 
dral floats. If you go down 
into the crypt, you can see 


how the complicated engi¬ 
neering task was carried out, 
as well as fragments of the 
great Roman military head¬ 
quarters atop which the ca¬ 
thedral is built. 

York is not participating in 
the European Architectural 
Heritage Year, but its archi¬ 
tectural treasures are, if any¬ 
thing, richer than those of 
Chester. 

Furthermore, York has a 
well-planned and varied pro¬ 


gram of visits. Dine out with 
folks in York enables visiting 
families to have a meal with 
residents of similar back¬ 
ground. Enrichment Hobdays 
feature weekends spent not 
just touring the churches or 
viewing stained-glass win¬ 
dows, but actually talking 
with stonemasons, glaziers, 
bell-ringers, and all the other 
craftsmen whose art has been 
handed down from father to 
son through the centuries.

Hotel Everest View 


Highest hotel on earth 
gives breathtaking view 


By NEIL MORGAN 

SHYANGBOJE, Nepal 
(CNS) — We were an odd 
foursome, alone at the highest 
hotel on earth: an East Ger¬ 
man TV commentator and his 
wife, a Japanese professor of 
history from Tokyo, and me. 

But then the Hotel Everest 
View is odd too. Lacking its 
sublime view of Mt. Everest, 
it would not exist. Perhaps it 
can’t anyhow. 

It is a sumptuous shelter at 
13,000 feet, a ridge-hugging 
cube of granite and glass 
making up only 12 rooms. 

For most of our two days at 
the hotel, the clouds were 
below us and Everest loomed 
so clear that it seemed at our 
fingertips. The jagged ridge 
of Nuptse (25,850 feet) stood 
between us and its base. 
Closer by were Lhotse and 
like our private monument, 
the haughty shaft of Ama- 
Dablam. 

It was hard to turn from the 
mountains. Trekkers who had 
been on the slopes for weeks, 
much higher on the trail to 
Everest at 29,028 feet, stopped

by for the view and gawked 
with us. They marveled that 
it was a better panorama of 
Everest than any they had 
seen. 

But the clouds moved up to 
envelop us late one afternoon 
and we came inside to the 
fire. Suddenly a golden flash 
filled the room. Like curtains 
being drawn back on a stage, 
the clouds had opened on a 
glittering panorama: Everest 
bathed in a sunset against a 
blue stratosphere. 

Yet the hotel, a recent Jap¬ 
anese investment, is already 
for sale. Its inaccessibility 
has made supply problems 
critical. 

We flew in by STOL aircraft 
to Shyangboje, a 1,300-foot 
dirt strip that is the loftiest in 
the Himalayas. But the 
highest strip for cargo air¬ 
craft is at Lukla, farther 
down. It is a two-day walk up 
to Everest View. 

The hotel was built with na¬ 
tive stone. But everything else 
came up from Lukla on 
porters' backs. 

Recently the hotel pipes 
burst from cold. Water, none 
of It hot, was brought to our 
rooms in pails. The cost of 
portering fuel is so great that 
bedrooms go unheated, with 
inside temperatures dropping 
to the 20s. A generator was 
turned on at dark to heat elec¬ 
tric blankets. 

Oxygen had been adver¬ 
tised, but the manager was 
reluctant to produce it. The 
heavy tanks must be flown up 
in the same little STOL that 
brought us. 

The flight from Katmandu, 
at 4,500 feet, takes 45 minutes. 
Then there is the dumb on 
foot to the hotel, a half-hour 
walk. Sherpa porters are 
along to hang onto you if you

teeter. But the trip by air is 
too abrupt an ascennt even for 
mountaineers. It caused head¬ 
aches and sleeplessness. 

Siegmar Krause, the Ger¬ 
man, had brought a bottle of 
Cognac. At mealtime, he 
added a warming potion to 
our tea. It even made breath¬ 
ing seem easier. 

Boosted by brandy and the 
smiles of Sherpa porters, we 
trekked to the nearby villages 
of Khumde and Khumjung, 
where Sir Edmund Hillary 
has built and staffed a small 
hospital. 

From a knoll near our hotel 
we saw the Thyangboche 
monastery, home of the rein¬ 
carnated lama who is the reli¬ 
gious leader of the Sherpas. 
We guessed it might be a two- 
hour walk; we were warned it 
would take a full day. 

The scale of the Himalayas 
is unfamiliar and vast. We 
were at an altitude close to 
the height of California’s Mt. 
Whitney, but not yet halfway 
up the approach to Everest. 
In dry Himalayan air, illu¬ 
sions can be fatal. 

For those like our foursome, 
curious but short of time and 
training, the Everest View is 
an admirable destination, de¬ 
spite Its handicaps. One feels 
part of the Himalayas through 
the talk of those who come 
and go. 

Around our fireplace 
trekkers gathered on their 
way up toward Everest Base 
Camp and down again. 

Alice and BUI Zeldis of 
Santa Barbara, Calif, a rosy- 
cheeked young couple who 
had been trekking in Nepal 
for three months, hoped to 
splurge on a hot bath and a 
night’s bed when they came 
in on their way down from the 
16,000-foot level. 

‘‘We were making wrong 
turns on the trails until we 
hired our own Sherpa for $2 a 
day," he said. "You really 
hate yourself when you climb 
three hours on the wrong trail 
at that altitude. After we 
hired our guide, people start¬ 
ed following us." 

They introduced their Sher¬ 
pa guide, who had helped 
'build our hotel at a w-age of 
$1.20 a day. When they found 
no hot water, they disap¬ 
peared down the mountain¬ 
side toward Namche Bazar 
and the International Foot 
Rest, which charges 10 cents 
a night for a warm floor. 

The next day eight .jovial 
Viennese took shelter with us 
on their way down and home. 

"See the old man - there?" a 
young Austrian woman said. 
"We never thought he’d make 
it. But he was ahead of us all. 
He’s 64, and organizing our 
trip back next year.’’

Another finding, which the 
Recreation Vehicle Institute, 
a trade association in Chica¬ 
go, collected alleges that RVs 
in a year’s time — even those 
gas-gobbling motor homes — 
use only two-tenths of 1 per 
cent of the gas expended for 
passenger car use in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Campers are a diverse lot. 
Some seem glued to their 
wheels, others would prefer to 
hike. They include bicyclists, 
tent campers, travel trailer 
fans, mini-motor homers, 
backpackers, those who ex¬ 
tend the living space in their 
vans and station wagons with 
canvas — in short, a mix of 
the wants, needs and desires 
of a block, a suburb, a city. 

In any event, camping is 
big and getting bigger in a so¬ 
ciety which thirsts for simple 
and carefree living in a busy 
world constantly growing 
more complex and less under¬ 
standable. 

The new camping books are 
prominently displayed in the 
windows of bookstores, a 
friend returns from a motor 
home saga down the west 
Mexico coast, and the maga¬ 
zines are out with tricks and 
techniques to make the camp¬ 
ing experience more enjoy¬ 
able. 

One would suspect that 
nothing new ever could be 
learned about camping, so 
thoroughly documented is this 
favorite recreation of man. 
But the literature grows and, 
with the ground swell the 
knowledge of how best to do 
it. . . 

If your gasoline lantern has 
a tendency to rfmoke up the 
globe when first lighted, re¬ 
move the screw top and the 
globe before lighting. After 
burning out the initial smoke, 
turn the lantern down and re¬ 
place the globe and top before 
it becomes too hot to han¬ 
dle .. . 

Mosl tenters know about a 
ground cover tarp or heavy 
plastic between the tent and 
the ground. This protects the 


bottom of the tent from dirt, 
sharp sticks and stones. Less 
well-known, however, is the 
Idea of an inner piece of plas¬ 
tic, covering the tent’ floor 
from the inside. It’s protec¬ 
tive and, besides, much easier 
to roll up and shake out than 
to sweep the inside of the 
tent. . . 

Never buy a hand ax with a 
painted handle. It’ll only stain 
your hands in use.

ROME tReuter» Italy’s 
anti-Mafia commission has 
criticized the judiciary and 
the police for their investiga¬ 
tions of the Sicilian criminal 
organization. 

In a report published Satur¬ 
day, the commission ended a 
year-long inquiry into a case 
known as the “Italian Water¬ 
gate" the disappearance of 
taped evidence alleged to 
have linked prominent of¬ 
ficials with the Mafia. 

The report criticized former 
Rome police chief Angelo 
Mangano for what it called 
"at best, his unorthodox 
methods” in frequenting the 
home of alleged Mafia leader 
Frank Coppola. 

In a trial in progress in 
Florence. Coppola is accused 
of sending hired killers to 
shoot Mangano, a Sicilian- 
horn policeman with a reputa¬ 
tion for relentlessly pursuing 
Mafia leaders. 

Coppola has in turn alleged 
that Mangano accepted 
$32,000 from him to erase 
parts of taped telephone con- 
'ersations between alleged 
MafTa leaders.

The grenades were being 
shipped to CFB Chilliwack 
from Dundurn. Sask. Authori¬ 
ties are convinced the theft 
took plare here.

Promised free transpor- 
tatiqn to the United States 
with a minimum of red tape, 
the Americans, most of them 
former GIs who retired here, 
lined up a block long outside 
the complex known as Pen¬ 
tagon East during the peak of 
U.S. involvement in the war. 
Officials said upward of 500 
families were to be processed 
Saturday. 

Administration officials in 
Washington, some of whom 
have criticized Ambassador 
Graham Martin for ri6t mov¬ 
ing more quickly with evacua¬ 
tion plans, want the U.S. pre¬ 
sence reduced within two 
weeks to no more than 1,000. 
There were about 8,000 Amer¬ 
icans in South Vietnam three 
months ago. 

"I’d rather stay but, Christ, 
with the VC 12 miles from 
Saigon who’s got a choice?” 
said Chester Lake as he wail¬ 
ed with his wife Do for travel 
orders. “As it Is, I figure Do’s 
got two strikes againsl her. 
Her family escaped from 
Hanoi in 1954 and she’s mar¬ 
ried to me. She can’l slay 
here.” 

The centre of»ened Friday, 
two days after President Ford 
ordered the evacuation of all 
“non-essential” U.S. person¬ 
nel. Its purpose was to cut 
through Vietnamese red tape 
for Americans wtio want to 
leave with Vietnamese wives 
and fiances a process that 
normally took months of pa¬ 
perwork and usually involved 
sizeable bribes. 

“I’d been trying for six 
weeks to get my family out of 
here and I’d hate to tell you 
what it cost me,” said 
Charles Fames, a retired air 
force sergeant. "I could see 
the country falling apart. I 
mean, when you lose bases 
like Da Nang and cities like 
Hue, it’s not like losing vil¬ 
lages in the delta.” 

At the request of the em¬ 
bassy, the Vietnamese 
Ministry of the Interior 
agreed to set up Ihr one-stop 
processing' centre with U.S. 
officials. Americans who re- 
r>orted this weekend with 
proper marriage certificates 
or “fiance documents” gener¬ 
ally were able to get all their 
paperwork processed at thp 
centre immediately. 

'Veil-placed interior sources 
said a Vietnamese citizen, ap¬ 
plying for a passport without 
American help, can he “ac¬ 
commodated” within three or 
four days for $9,300. An exit 


visa costs an additional sum. 
Without the bribes, it. is all 
bufc impossible for a Vietnam¬ 
ese io leave the country. 
"Everyone keeps saying we 


got to get out bec ause there 
may be anti-American feel¬ 
ings from the Saigon people.” 
said John Rose, a retired 
army sergeant. “Well, I been 


here since 1965, trying to save 
a little nest egg on top of my 
pension, and the people have 
never been anything but nice 
to me. They’rf good people.” 


Colonist-Lot Angelos Times Service 

SAIGON A Viet Cong 
spokesman said Saturday the 
communists were prepared to 
“create conditions that would, 
guarantee the withdrawal” of 
Americans from South Viet¬ 
nam. 

But he added. "The Ford 
administration is not willing 


to give up the burdens of the 
past.” 

The speaker. Col, Vo Dong 
Giang. declared the commu¬ 
nists would not simply sit 
back waiting for the Ameri¬ 
cans to withdraw “should 
Washington wish to prolong 
the illegal presence of U.S. 
advisers” in the country. 


"If the Ford administration, 
however, really wants to 
bring its people out of South 
Vietnam, let the Ford ad¬ 
ministration go ahead. There 
will be no obstruction front 
the South Vietnamese people 
or the armed forces of South 
Vietnam < Viet Congi,” he 
added.

BOSTON lUPIl Paul Re¬ 
vere didn't work for nothing. 

While there are no known 
records that he was paid for 
his famous nde 200 year* ago, 
he apparently filed the na¬ 
tion’s first expense account 
with a government agency. 

Official records in the ar¬ 


chives of the Massachusetts 
State House show Revere sub¬ 
mitted an expense account for 
10 pounds, four shillings for 
services performed as a mes¬ 
senger during the first two 
weeks of the American revo¬ 
lution. He was paid by the 
Massachusetts House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. 


The ancient records show- 
further that Revere voluntari¬ 
ly reduced his daily rate of 
compensation from five to 
four schillings because of the 
hard fiscal times facing the 
Massachusetts Boy colony. 

Revere’s bill to Mas¬ 
sachusetts covered the period 


from April 24 the week fol¬ 
lowing his. midnight ride 
through May 7, 1775. 

His expense accounl said: 

“The colony of Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bay to Paul Re¬ 
vere. To riding for the com¬ 
mittee of safety from April 24, 
1775, to May 7th seven days

approved

PORT ALBERN1 - A pro¬ 
gram of upgrading local na¬ 
tive school dropouts to high 
school completion, sponsored 
by the West Coast Council of 
Indian Chiefs, has received 
final approval from the Port 
Albcrni School board. 

The program will be com¬ 
bined with one involving 
r.ing in Indian culture 
and arts, work experience 
where possible and field study- 
activity. 

Education officer Robert 
Joseph of the Chiefs’ council 
who was the originator of the 
scheme* said that 14 recent 
dropouts, all from local re¬ 
serves. have been signed up 
for the project. 

"We are, of course, very 
pleased that the board recog¬ 
nized the need for such a pro¬ 
gram.” Joseph said, “and 
thai they have agreed to fund 
it.’* 

TlVc hoard will pay the cost 
of hiring a math and English 
teacher, who will conduct 
half-day sessions five days a 
week with the students, plus 
any additional costs. 

Ron Hamilton, a well-known 
local Indian artist who is on 
the staff of the council as a 
cultural education instructor, 
will undertake the other half 
of the program teaching In¬ 
dian culture and arts. 

A committee from the coun¬ 
cil will be formed to assist 
those students who need or 
want work instruction and ex¬ 
perience to find part-time jobs 
in the community. 

A classroom has already 
been sot aside, in the John 
Ross Hall, part of the coun¬ 
cil’s facilities, for the project. 
Three of the students, because 
of, difficulties in travelling 
from their' reserves, will also 
tie accofnmodated in the facil¬ 
ity. Joseph said. 

“We haven't located the 
•math and English teacher as 
yet,” Joseph said, “but Ihe 
school superintendent Ron 
Lyon doesn’t foresee much 
difficulty here, although the 
leacher we choose will have 
to have rather special qualifi¬ 
cations.” 

The program will start as 
soon as this teacher is found. 
Joseph indicated, hopefully 
within the next week or so.

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Dear Ann Landers: Rape is 
on the increase in almosl 
every large city. As a young 
woman living alone (in a not- 
tco-good neighborhood I. I 
would appreciate some advice 
on what to do if I am attacked 
by a rapist. 

I have heard some so-called 
experts say the best thing to 
do is accept the dehumanizing 
experience, co-operate with 
the rapist and not make him 
angry The reasoning behind 
this is that he will get what he 
wants and leave. 

Recently a well-read friend 
informed me that the quiet 
acceptance approach is 
wrong. The best thing to do, 
she said, is to fight back, 
scbeam and kick—aiming for 
the groin. The would-be rapist 
would then flee and seek a 
less trouolesome victim. 

Will you please check with 
the authorities and share your 
findings with your readers? It 
would be a wonderful service. 

Reader. 

Dar R.: No matter what the 
subject, you are bound to find 
disagreement among the ex¬ 
perts. I go along with Dr. 
.Tames Selkin. Director of the 
Centre for the Study of Vio¬ 
lence at Denver General Hos¬ 
pital. Dr. Selkin advises 
women AGAINST being calm 
nr trying to talk the attacker 
out of it. According to Dr. 
Selkin it is important to resist 
rape violently, at the begin¬ 
ning. Dr. Selklfi claims the 
would-be-rapist would be in¬ 
clined to run off — rather 
than risk being seized by the 
police or a Good Samaritan. 
Moreover, the attacker’s plan 
for a smooth sex-fantasy trip 
is ruined by a shrieking, claw¬ 
ing woman. 


If. however, a rapist enters 
a woman’s bedroom while she 
is asleep, and puts a gun to 
her head or a knife to her 
throal, the best thing to do is 
submit. 

Dr. Selkin has statistics to 
support his position. Less than 
9 per cent of the Denver 
women who resisted rape by 
yelling and fighting back suf¬ 
fered anything more serious 
than a cut or a bruise. 

Murders,” he said, “are 
usually committed when the 
rapist feels safe and no one is 
giving him any trouble.” 

Dr. Selkin warned against 
w'omen being too friendly and 
trusting to strangers. Nurses 
and teachers are so frequent¬ 
ly raped, he said, because 
they fall into this category.

If you are newlyweds or a 
young single fresh out of 
school, the .job of selecting 
furnishings for your first 
apartment poses a number of 
questions. 

Should you invest in good 
furniture that will last for 
many years or comb the 
garage sales for bargains? Is 
it best to shop the so-called 
‘‘wholesale warehouse” 
chains for a matching set of 
medium to inexpensively 
priced new furniture or buy 
higher quality individual 
items from used furniture 
stores? 

Depending on your taste, 
you might opt for any one of 
these choices or ignore all of 
.them completely. 

Instead, you might •‘onsider 
the popular "natural look” 
captured with the resurgence 
of interest in rattan and 
wicker. 

Many of the pieces appear¬ 
ing on the market now are 
contemporary in design. Nor¬ 
mally they lend themselves to 
an informal mood. but 
through accesories and the 
use of color, a more formal 
feeling can be created. 

Rattan ana wicker also can 
represent a wise investment 
for first apartments because 
they have the ability to grow 
with you. As your taste 
changes, or you move on to a 
bigger and better place, the 
wicker living room fur¬ 
nishings can be demoted to a 
den. family room or sun 
porch. 

One young couple 1 recently 
worked with selected rattan 
furniture for the first home. 
Natural <bone) matting was 
used for the floor covering and 
bamboo blinds were hung on 
the window. 

An all-upholstered, deep, 
comfortable sofa with a

lounge chair were covered in 
the same deep bone-colored 
texture. To provide contrast, 
sofa cushions were in orange, 
pinks and dark browns. 

The conversational grouping 
was completed with a glass- 
topped wicker coffee table 
and two wicker pull-up chairs 


in pink and orange striped 
Haitian cotton. 

On each side of a large win¬ 
dow. a pair of tall wicker 
bookcases with storage draw¬ 
ers below w as used to display 
plants and books and an inter¬ 
esting collection of shells.

Researcher to investigate 
cause of cancer in cells 


SASKATOON <CP> A 
Saskatoon medical researcher 
said Friday it should be 
known in two years if an im¬ 
balance in substances regulat¬ 
ing cell growth cause cancer. 

Dr. R. A. Hickey, an as¬ 
sociate professor of phar¬ 
macology at the University of 
Saskatchewan, said in a news 
release that he is investigat¬ 
ing the possibility that cancer 
may be related to an imba¬ 
lance in cellular levels of two 
substances. He hopes to be 
able to provide a key to im¬ 
proving chemical methods of 
treatment. 

He said one of the major 
problems in selectively treat¬ 
ing qancer, which is charac¬ 
terized by rapid, unregulated 
cell growth, has been a lack 
of knowledge about how the 
growing cells multiply. 

No one has been able to dis¬ 
cover what starts a cell grow¬ 
ing and turns it off when it 
has reached normal size. If 
this was known, it would then 
be possible to identify 
changes in cancer cells and 
do something about them, he 
said. 

Two substances, known a 
cyclic nucleotides, recently 
have been found to influence 
cell growth in opposite ways. 

One of them appears to lie 


involved in stimulating cells 
so they grow and reproduce 
rapidly while the other ‘ ap- 
pears to play a part in inhibit¬ 
ing cell growth so cells are 
prevented from exceeding 
normal size. 

Dr. Hickey said that in 
cancer cells, levels of the 
growth substance may have 
been increased relative to the 
inhibiting substance resulting 
in rapid, unregulated growth. 

Three years ago Dr. Hickey ! 
started studying the role of 
cyclic nucleotides in animal 
tumors. Recently he received 
a $32,000 grant from the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute of Can¬ 
ada for two* more years of 
work. 

During the first year he will 
work with Dr; G. L. Robison 
at the Texas Medical Centre 
al Houston. Dr. Robison re¬ 
ceived a Nobel Prize for med¬ 
icine and physiology in L971 
for his work in this area. 

Dr. Hickey said if there are I 
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no complications, he should 
know in two years if an imba¬ 
lance of the two substances 
plays a pail in cancer. 

Success would pave the way 
lor less toxic treatments for 
cancer patients because only 
cancer cells would he treated. 

Present chemical methods 
involve drugs Nfchich kill 
cancer cells and other cells in 
the body w'hich normally grow 
and multiply rapidly.

Amor de Cosmos was cl 
somewhat confusing gen¬ 
tleman. No one could 
ever quite tell what he 
was up to, and I suspect 
he often didn't know him¬ 
self—yet he rose to the 
heights — 2nd Premier 
of British Columbia . 

The Parliamentary Guide today 
lists him as Conservative, yet he 
wrote himself down as “thoroughly 
Liberal in politics.” 

So, no one knows exactly what 
he was, and likely he didn’t know 
himself. 

I think he flip-flopped abouf, de¬ 
pending on which side of the politi¬ 
cal fence he thought would do him 
the most good. 

Until 1902 Victoria was a two- 
member riding. 

Our first MPs were de Co6mo« 
and Henry Nathan. 

Two years later Frank J. Roscoe 
took Nathan’s place. 

In 1878 the Prime Minister, Sir 
John A. Macdonald, was given a 
Victoria seat, when he was defeated 
in Ontario; for four years he sat’ 
with de Cosmos, an oddly assorted 
pair if ever there was one, and I 
doubt if they ever spoke to each 
other. 

The Victoria team for sonle years 
was Noah Shakespeare and Edgar 
Crow Baker, and then followed, for 
years, Thomas Earle and Edward 
Gawler Prior. 

Liberal George Riley, in a 1902 
byelection, broke the Conservative 
hold on the Victoria constituency. 

Prime Minister Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, in a year, named Riley to 
the Senate, and William Temple- 
man, also a Liberal, won the seat. 
Templeman became a Laurier cabi¬ 
net minister, then went to the Sen¬ 
ate. 

Back, then, came the Conserva¬ 
tives, with Harry Barnard, who had 
been Mayor of Victoria, and was 
destined for the Senate. 

He caused a sensation when he 
resigned from the Senate, thereby 
giving the lie to the old Canadian 
saying that Senators “never resign 
and rarely die.” 

The Conservatives hung on to the 
Victoria seat for years, with Bar¬ 
nard, Simon Fraser Tolmie and 
D’Arcy B. Plunkett. 

When Plunkett died, in 1936, Tol¬ 
mie, who had been 1928-33 British 
Columbia Premier, was again elect¬ 
ed to the Commons, but died before 
he could claim his seat. 

Then the Liberals got back with 
Robert Wellington Mayhew, who be¬ 
came a cabinet minister in the Louis

St. Laurent government, and first 
Canadian ambassador to Japan after 
the war. 

Mayhew was succeeded by Liber¬ 
al Frank Fairey, who was knocked 
out by Conservative Burke McPhil- 
lips, and then came Liberal David 
Groos, who was downed by Conser¬ 
vative McKinnon. 

The John A. Macdonald Conser¬ 
vatives were out between 1873 and 
1878, when the Alexander Mackenzie 
Liberals were in. 

Macdonald then remained prime 
minister until his death in 1891. 

They were exciting days, Canada 
then, as always, trying to resist the 
pressures from the United States* 

I have been reading about those 
days in The Colonist, which was 
staunchly Conservative. 

It was a time of rugged journal¬ 
ism, as witness tlie following Colo¬ 
nist editorial, which I find altogether 
fascinating: 

“One of the great boasts of a Ca¬ 
nadian is that his is a progressive 
country. 


fest to the people at large that the 
fault for all this lay in the. thick¬ 
headedness. the stupidity of the 
leaders of the Grit Party, that they 
turned a parliamentary majority 
in their favor of 79. into a minority 
of 75 in a simple day. 

“It was a coup d’etat on the part 
of .the people. 

“And ever since those stupid Grit 
leaders were got rid of — leaders 
tlvtt were too stupid to learn and 
steadfastly refused to be taught — 
what has been the result? 

“The result has been that every 
interest has prospered a nd that our 
country has advanced in the estima¬ 
tion of the world in a most remark¬ 
able degree, that the widespread 
provinces have been united by a 
trans-continental railway, and that 
the national credit has improved so 
that the interest payable on account 
of the public debt has fallen to the 
extent of at least 25 per cent.” 

As election day drew near The 
Colonist became more fighting: 

“Nothing has paid this country so

"It is true there are other coun¬ 
tries which are more populous, that 
have great armies and navies, an 
expensive diplomatic corps, arid an 
oppressive pension list. 

“Canada has none of these things, 
nor does it want them. 

“But, so far as its range extends, 
there is no country making greater 
strides towards true happiness and 
real benefits for the large majority 
of the population than ‘this Canada’s 
of ours.’ 

(How I loathe that phrase, so 
smug and pompous, a favorite cliche 
with after-dinner speakers.) 

“It is a fact that Canada has not 
at all times been progressive. 

“At times it has been visibly ret- - 
rograde, and has been pointed to as 
a land in which enterprise is dead, 
the people non-progressive, and the 
prospects dubious.” 

And now we get to what this was 
all about — the real crunch, couched 
in these words: 

“There never was a time when 
objectionable features presented 
themselves in so marked a way as 
when the Grits held office some 
years ago. 

“Those were indeed ‘dark days’ 
forXanada. 

“And one of the prime reasons 
why they were so dark, so dismal, 
so dangerous and so foreboding, was 
that those at the head of affairs had 
not come to understand, and refused 
to learn, what was for the good of 
the people. 

“As a result of this stupidity 
things went from bad to worse. 

“Trade and commerce were 
prostrated, and it became so mani- 


well as the general enterprise which 
has been the chief characteristic of 
the period since the stupid Grits, as 
thinking people call them, were got 
rid of. 

“And now these same people 
who did so much to prostrate the in¬ 
terests of Canada, by conducitng its 
affairs in a sleepy-headed manner, 
so as to make it the laughing stock 
of the world, have the audacity to 
come back asking that they may be 
reinstated in office. 

“There is little doubt that if they 
should be reinstated, which they will 
not. there would be a terrible set¬ 
back to all commercial and manu¬ 
facturing enterprises; that capital 
would become timid, and that em¬ 
ployment would become as scarce 
as it was when the laboring men 
made those “ineffectual appeals to 
Mackenzie to do something for 
them. 

“Bad times will most assuredly 
come again to Canada if an opportu- 
^ nity is given to those stupid Grits to 
fuss and tinker again with our pub¬ 
lic affairs. 

“Two years of disastrous Grit 
rule would do more to prostrate 
Canada than the government of Sir 
John A. has been able to build up in 
eight years of arduous and patriotic 
administration.” • 

At this juncture Prime Minister 
Macdonald brought Sir Charles Tup- 
per back into the cabinet. 

This; according to The Colonist, 
gave massive irritation to — those 
stupid Grits’^—: “His return to the 
government is obnoxious to the 
Grits, who never think of the true in¬ 


terest of Canada, but only of their 
own selfish interests, of lining their 
own pockets, of feathering their own 
nests. 

"How to get into office — by hook 
or by crook — that is the sum of the 
Grits’ desire. 

“It is no wonder the re-entry of 
Sir Charles should call forth a 
storm-agony of insult from the 
Grits. 

“The country at large, however, 
will be able to recognize in this step 
not only the wisdom of Sir John, but 
the willingness of Sir Charles to 
work for Canada in a way and at 
any time his services seem to be the 
most useful. 

“The Grits are displeased be¬ 
cause they know Sir Charles is able 
and ready to give blow for blow in a 
manner that generally leaves them 
in a sorry plight.” 

On the eve of the election was 
this:* ‘Vituperative and unpatriotic 
Gritism is on its last legs in Canada. 

“It was tried some years ago, 
and found to be a very sorry failure, 
disastrous to the country. 

“Even those who have worked in 
its ranks are sick and tired of its 
inefficiency, its stale promises, its 
wretched performances. 

“The plain fact is that Gritism 
has outlived its usefulness, if indeed, 
it ever had any. 

“The Grits are the fossils of the 
past. 

“They are the pale records of a 
by-gone state of things; they have 
failed fo understand and interpret' 
the popular impulses of the day, and 
so they are on their last legs — and 
very poor legs at that.” 

Sir John A. won the day and Vic¬ 
toria swept in Tories Shakespeare 
and Baker. 

The Colonist crowed: “The result 
clearly shows the Liberals have no 
standing in this city, and it will be 
many years, if ever, before Victoria 
sent a Grit to the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

“Victoria may well be proud of 
itself for being so soundly Cohserva- 
tive.” 

Election night the populace hon¬ 
ored the victors: “After the result of 
the election was announced, the 
friends of Messrs. Shakespeare and 
Baker formed a torch light proces¬ 
sion, and, headed by a brass band, 
proceeded first to Mr. Baker’s 
house, where that gentleman warm¬ 
ly returned thanks for the compli¬ 
ment paid him. 

“The procession next proceeded 
to Mr. Shakespeare's residence, and 
three hearty British cheers were 
given for Mr. S., and he came for¬ 
ward and made a neat little speech. 

“The newspaper- offices were 
then serenaded, and after parading 
the principal streets, and partaking 
of some refreshment at certain 
wellknown and respectable es¬ 
tablishments, the crowd dispersed, 
their songs making merry the still, 
dark night.” 
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Yukon Legend Persists 





It was just about 77 years ago 
when George Carmack registered 
his claim on Bonanza Creek near 
Dawson City in the Yukon, there¬ 
by starting one of the most fabu¬ 
lous gold rushes of history, the 
gold rush of 1898. 

The Klondike or Bust, Dangerous Dan 
Me Grew; The Cremation of Sam McGee; Klon¬ 
dike Kate, all part of the Yukon legend. A few 
frantic years of giddy gold, then silence! 

The footsteps of the pioneer sourdoughs have 
faded, the heartaches and the silence of death 
stilled the forward urge of thousands who took 
part in this, the most spectacular gold rush of his¬ 
tory. 

Yet the legend remains, and the vast 
Yukon still beckon* with Its promise of wealth 
beyond the dreams of ordinary men. 

By highway it is just 2,276 miles from Van-. 
couver, in British Columbia, Canada, to Fair¬ 
banks. Alaska: and Fairbanks is some 171 miles 
from Dawson, where it all started. 

From Vancouver to Prince George the mile¬ 
age wall read 494 miles, mostly over well pavei 
highway; 256 miles will take you to Dawson 
Creek and at Daw'son Creek is Mile One of the 
famous Alaska Highway. 

The next 1,526 miles is almost all gravel ani 
some precautions are advisable particularly 
against flying gravel puncturing the gasoline 
tank. 

Today, however, many service station* 
and motel* are available and the trip may ho 
made at any time of the year. Some tra¬ 
veller* claim the road in winter, covered with 
snow, makes easier riding than the gravel of 
summer. 

The Klondike still contains gold and riiitlioa* 
of dollars are recovered each year by giant 
dredges on Bonanza Creek. 

But what of the Yukon today? What changes 
have taken place in the past 70 years? Does the 
spirit of those iron-clad gold seekers still prevail 
in the land of the midnight sun? 

Not long ago I visited the Yukon and 
trudged down Bonanza Creek. I pa**ed huge 
plies of gnavel tailing* left by the dredge*. I 
walked where the eariy pioneer* off the great 
gold rush sweated and toiled on their Individ¬ 
ual claims, where history was made; and the 
answer is a modern, stream lined “Yes.” 

The spirit remains. The climate is the same * 
and, to a large extent, the iron-gutted sourdough 
still probes the stunted pine hills for treasure. 
The only difference is that your modern prospec¬ 
tor is now' nearly always comfortably housed 
The spirit of the men remains the same. The 
each night, his modern aircraft looks after that. 
The means of transportation have changed. 

Today, the vast reaches of the Yukon are 
explored for gold, oil and other mineral 
wealth by fast flying aeroplane*. Every aclen 
tiftc aid is used in this search and the new 
generation of prospectors Is every bit as co¬ 
lorful as the old. There’s vigor and an activi¬ 
ty la the territory which foretells the story of 
the future. 

Lake La barge looks placid and dull in the 
short summer, yet who will forget the Robert Ser¬ 
vice poem of the cremation of Sam McGee? 

It was on the banks of Lake Labarge where, 
according to the poem, a stampeder cremated his 
frozen partner in an abandoned ships boiler. After 
building a roaring fire he stuffed in his partners 
body. In due time, and with some trepidation, he 
opened the door for a peek. He was greeted by 
his smiling friend w'ho asked him to please close 
the door ... it was the first time he had been 
warm since leaving his native Tennessee! It was 
•80 degrees below zero outside 

Mr. McGee was quite annoyed at Robert Ser¬ 
vice for that poem. 

A few years ago Isaac Taylor of the White¬ 
horse department store reported in the local 
paper: “I knew Sam McGee well. He w-as a good 
sized mam, easy going and pleasant, and he never 
forgave Robert Service for that poem about 
him." . 

Just above Whitehorse are the treacherous 
rock w'alled rapid of Miles Canyon. It was 
through these rapids that the gold seekers had to 
pass to gain access to the Yukon Hundreds were 
lost In the swift running water Today the stream 
glides placidly through the canyon, curlied by a

power dam which serves the district with elec¬ 
tricity. — 

The traveller by highway wHI be able to 
*tand, a* I did. on the famous Dalton Trail. It 
1* still visible, indelibly marked by the heels 
of those who crunched the short summer 
gravel, by those who braved the deep still 
chill of the arctic in the quest for gold. 

The Alaska Highway cuts the historic trail 
and the careful driver today drives merrily along, 
with gasoline tanks carefully wrapped against fly¬ 
ing grav;el, crossing the path of thousands who in 
1898 packed their few belongings over the tor¬ 
tuous trail in the search for gold. 

Those who live the year round in the Yukon 
have a spirit all their owri. it’s an aura of a peo-

pie apart. They each have something in common. 
It is a certain proud something and it’s good to 
hear them talk. To go ‘outside’ is still an adven¬ 
ture. it remains a very Tong journey. 

A well organized chamber of commerce 
serves Whitehorse and Daw'son. Tourist trade is 
encouraged. The emphasis is in such slogans as 
The Land of the Midnight Sun, Romance and 
Riches, the Romantic North; and it is all there 

The historic stemwheelers which once plied 
the mighty Y'ukon still lie on the banks of the 
river at Whitehorse. The MacBride Museum is 
rich with well preserved relics of the gold rush 
days. 

The old picturesque log cabins of the miners 
have almost all been torn down in the name of 
progress, only a few remain. Even the gravel 
streets of Whitehorse hre now surfaced. Yet the 
true northern spirit remains, you will sense it ev¬ 
erywhere. 

In the office of the weekly newspaper, the 
Whitehorse Star, are to be found such signs 
as: Do not shoot the Editor, He is Doing His Best 
and Please do not spit on the floor, sometimes we 
lie on it; such signs are not exactly hokum 

The paper has been published since the 
turn of the rentry. At one time its proprietor 
had a bear trained as a sleigh dog to help 
with the paper delivery and to assist in pro 
tec ting him from indignant subscribers. 

When the old hospital w'as demolished recent¬ 
ly the ancient signs were placed in a safe place 
by the editorial staff of The Star. Now. hanging 
over the desk of the women’s editor visitors are 
amused to see the transferred tags reading: Ma¬ 
ternity Laboratory, and there’s a certain dry 
humor in the original sign which reads: Turn Out 
The Lights When Not In Use. Thank You. 

On the wall at the back of a table in the Taku 
Bar may be seen the inscription: The Whitehorse 
Press Club, below this, neatly inscribed, is the 
line: For Initiation see Secretary . . . below this, 
in very small type. Look Beneath Table. 

New don’t for a moment think that I have 
the impression that life today In the Yukon 1* 
nothing but fun and games. The visitor during 
the summer month* sees the delightful vista 
of many lakes through the fragrant pine*, all 


look intriguing. One tend* to forget the long, 
hard and cruelly cold winter. Even in the 
summer the lakes are treacherous, the water 
temperature extremely low. 

I drove to Marsh Lake, that widening of the 
Yukon above Whitehorse for lunch. It wa£ late in 
July, half of the lake w»as still frozen. 

That afternoon the authorities removed the 
iHxlies of two men who had been lost the previous 
fall, they had gone fishing and somehow fallen 
overboard. Death, in thp icy w'ater. must have 
come swiftly. - 

Later, after addressing a meeting of the 
chamber of commerce I joined a group in the 
Whitenorse Iiwi bar. I sat with the president of the 
group. Another guest was the head of the govern¬ 
ment experimental farm. We talked. The head 
of the experimental farm told of a fishing trip 
arranged for the following day. The next night he 
was dead, found drowTied in a small lake. Life is 
rugged in-the Yukon, it remains pioneer country. 

It is possible to read a newspaper by natural 
light at 1 a m. in the morning on the bank of the 
Yukon at Dawson in July. As you drive the 
Alaska Highway there are portions of the high¬ 
way which lie on the surface of permafrost more 
than a 1.000 feet deep. It is possible to u'alk game 
trails where no other man has walked. It is a 
land of vast sj>aces. often eerie in its brilliant 
coloring. It is this wild, silent land which explains 
l>erhaps the type of broad humor which is 
fearless, yet somehow , in good taste. 

Some years ago when Her Majesty the 
Queen visited Whitehorse for a week, a broad 
banner covered 4he entire top of the news 
paper building. It read: “The Whitehorse 
Star, Printers. Publishers. Baths: 50 cents. 
With Snap. 75c. Members of the Royal Fam¬ 
ily, (For One Week Only) FREE.” There was 
no disrespect meant here. It was a gesture 
from the past, yet indicative of the present. 

A healthy, vigorous sort of humor which is 
typical of the territoy. 

The Yukon, vast, cruel and cold, with an ex¬ 
citing past and an inspiring future. The Land of 
The Midnight Sun. The Land of the Northern 
Lights, of short winter days when the mercury 
drops out of sight and all is deathly still. Rugged 
mountains, huge glaciers, rolling valleys, bekuti- 
ful lakes, great rivers. To the north tundra and 
muskeg and finally the Arctic Ocean. A land of 
terrific potential which, even in its infancy has 
the largest silver producing mine in all of Cana¬ 
da. The Keno Hill Mine. 

The legend of the past is embodied in the vast 
striving of today. The cock-eyed buildings of 
Dawson City, heaved out of shape by the perpetu¬ 
al frost bring memories of a storied past, of Klon¬ 
dike Kate. Robert Service Jack London and the 
uncounted thousands who took part in that fateful 
quest for gold. But just as sure as the world 
turns, the modern sourdoughs are in the making. 
The spirit of adventure remains. There will he 
more Sam McGee's, more Klondike Kates ... in 
newer, more modern packages perhaps, but of 
the same stout material The legend of the Yukon 
l*ersists. 
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Out beyond Sooke, where the 
coastal road runs from Otter Point 
to Sheringham Light, the traveller 
catches an eye-filling picture of 
the Pacific waters as they flood 
and ebb along Juan de Fuca Strait. 
The strait is framed to the south 
by the snow - capped Olympic 
Mountains. 

Into this vista, at various times throughout 
each year, killer whales slice their seemingly 
menacing way through the quiet waters. Groups 
of sea lions arrive in season to roar and mate 
among the glistening shore rocks off Sheringham. 

Deepsea freighters, some low, some high in 
the water, pass with the tides. Ousters of trollers 
and seine arvl gillnet boats chug their way out to 
the Pacific salmon fishing grounds. 

_ In the spring time of May, the stretch is filled 
with the ballooning, brightly-striped sails of the 
Swiftsure yacht race contestants. The low shore¬ 
line is barnacled witha string of weekender cot¬ 
tages. 

It was to this lovely gem of nature that two 
intensely interesting and original minded Ameri¬ 
can expatriates came to make their permanent 
home, and live life as they see and -feel it. “To 
solve the puzzle of life values, and the secrets of 
worthwhile living,” explained Vernon Bender. 

Vernon and Wendy Bender, he a one-time 
teacher of creative writing at a .California 
school, she an accomplished and nationally 
acclaimed filmmaker teacher, came to Sooke 
five years ago from another beautiful s^iot, 
Carmel, in the Monterey Peninsula of Califor¬ 
nia. “Make no mistake,” said Vernon, “Car¬ 
mel is a beautiful spot. But, terribly over¬ 
crowded.” 

Doubts about the life values of their Califor¬ 
nia teaching occupations entered, and began to 
expand, into the minds of the Benders some years 
before Ahey made their decision, in 1970, to live in 
Canada and become Canadians. At the time of 
decision, the Benders were earning $25,000 a 
year. A quite substantial sum. 

As Vernon Bender proceeded with his U.S. ca¬ 
reer, teaching creative writing, he found his 
classes were becoming progessively rougher to 
handle, and his efforts more unrewarding to his 
esthetic tastes. “I was doing more disciplining all 
the time, and less teaching. I felt myself trapped 
into becoming a custodial person.” 

He paused for a moment and shrugged 
his shoulders. “W’endy, my wife, wm more 
disillusioned with her students than I was,” 
he continued. “At the time she was a very 
famous person in the United States as v 
teacher of film making. The TV did a nation¬ 
wide program on her methods, her techniques 
were so good. But, she was running Into the 
same problems I was. Thus, one night we sat 
down, talked It out and decided to find an¬ 
other country, another way of life. So, we 
came to Canada.” 

Vernon ^Bender was no stranger to British 
Columbia. His ancestral roots spread out from 
there. His grandfather, a native of- Cumberland, 
in North England, came to Victoria, B.C., away 
back in 1890. His own father later moved to San 
Francisco, married, and Vernon was born. An 
American. 

“How did you find your Otter Point home?” I 
asked. 

“Well,” said Vernon, “I knew something of 
the locality. As a youngster/a teenager, I had 
visited Vancouver Island, liked it and remem¬ 
bered it. I also had an aunt living in Victoria in 
those days.” 

At this point, Vernon waxed eloquent on 
the Bender decision to reside in Canuda. “It 
Is so beautiful here, so serene, so quiet in con¬ 
trast with the C.'S. scene. To us, the lovely 
thing about this Island, Sooke, In particular. 

Is there are people in their here, people 
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who Woiild rarely exist in the mad violence of 
the C.S. If they did, they’d be in a museum, if 
they lived that long. 

“But here, wje see 80-year-olds and up, garden¬ 
ing, producing their own food and raising chick¬ 
ens and splitting wood. Yes, and even' sawing 
wood with a handsaw — not a mechanical chain 
saw. We know sbeh people right here in Sooke,” 
he concluded, with a high tone of amazement, 
almost unbelief, in his voice. 

Unlike so many American expatriates who 
move into Canada for a matter convenience, and 
jealously retain their American citizenship, the 
Benders are proud of the fact that shortly they 
will become Canadians. “We were very anxious to 
become Canadian citizens,” they explained. 
“We’ve had to wait in residence for five years, 
but the time is up now and we have applied this 
month for our citizenship.” 

Proudly, Vern stated, “We’ll be Canadi¬ 
ans by summer.” 

Both the Benders believe.it is an illusion for 
a person to hold on to the citizenship of the 
country he or she has left. Vernon expressed it 
clearly. “I don’t think it would be ethical to live 
in a country, crouch under its protection, and 
take its advantages, without becoming a citizen. 
Besides,” he laughed, "we want to be able to 
vote.” 

The Benders, in their present close-tonature 
life style, are kept busy every day, doing what 
they like doing. On their nine acres of mostly 
unproductive forested, rock - strewn, uneven 
land, their livestock adds up to 39 chickens, four 
cats, a dog and three goats, two of which have to 
be milked twice a day. Wendy’s favorite female 
goat is named Giga, a Sanskrit word meaning 
song. The name seems a little far-fetched to me, 
for I feel there is a negligible relationship be¬ 
tween a goat’s bleat and a song — any song. 


The twin energy streams of the Bender 
efforts are a natural foods store, and com-

bined bookbinding and printing enterprise. . 
Bendy is the queen of the food store while 
Vermin is • king of the printing and bindery. 
At peak activity times in either stream, king 
and queen combine to ease the strain and 
erase the hack-log build up. 

The Benders’ natural foods store is housed in 
one building, the printery in another. Both are 
separate from, but adjacent to their home. 

“I run the food store,” said Wendy. “I sell 
dried fruits, nuts, cheeses, all sorts of grains, 
every kind of whole grain cereal from oats to 
wheat to beans, lentils and soya beans. It’s all 
very basic food. I don’t sell things that are 
processed in any way. I buy from all over, and 
mostly try to get products that have not been 
sprayed. 

“The store doesn’t take a lot of time,” went 
on Wendy, “so I also garden, care for the animals 
and birds. And I read a lot. Write books, too.” 

“You must have all sorts of time to spare,” I 
ventured. 

“No!! No!!” the Benders almost shouted, In 
unison. “We don’t have lots of time. We don’t 
have enough. There aren’t enough hours.” 

There are no set hours for the store busi¬ 
ness. As long as the Benders are home, or 
awake, they wHl serve a customer. Tuesday 
is the busiest day of the week for them. Then, 
the telephone rings continually with people, 
mostly women phoning in their orders from 
Victoria. Every Tuesday evening, Wendy and 
Vernon pitch in together and package the 
orders. 

Then, bright and early on Wednesday morn¬ 
ings, Vernon drives off for town to make deli¬ 
veries. He has a steady route delivering such 
commodities as honey, wheat, cheeses, herbs and 
vegetables. “I drive off at 8 a.m. and reach my 
first customer in Cordova Bay promptly at 9 a.m. 
I also deliver printing orders, too.” 

As we chatted in the printery, Wendy pointed 
to a decorative piece of framed macrame lace 
hanging on the wall. It was ornamented with 
pieces of hand-carved soapstone and cylindrical 
cedar wood pieces. By w'ay of explanation, 
Webster’s Dictionary describes macrame lace as 
a kind of coarse, knotted work. 

“I like the original design* very much,” said 
Wendy. “A young girl artist came into my store 
one morning, told me she had no money, and 
asked me if she could trade it for food. Yes, I 
said.” 

Laughingly, Wendy recalled a less rewarding 
experience. “Some derelict-looking chap from the 
Sombrio Beach drop-out area, wandered into the 
store with a big gunny sack filled with wet sea 
weed. Dumping it on the floor, he wanted me to 
buy it. “What would I need to buy sea weed for?” 
I asked him, “when I can get all I want by just 
crossing the road and bending at the beach.” The 
disconsolate figure trudged away, dragging his 
dripping bag of sea weed behind him.” 

The printing, book binding half of the 
family project lies mainly in the hands of 
Vernon Beijder. Since coming to Sooke, he 
taught himself the art of printing and book¬ 
binding, with the aid of hooks from the Vic¬ 
toria Public Library. 

“We are just starting to be book publishers 
now,” said Vernon. “We feel that we are junior 
publishers at present, expect to be grown-up pub¬ 
lishers perhaps in two years time. 

We call ourselves Greentree Press. Our aim 
is to put out books, hand-made, attractive, taste¬ 
ful books in the careful craftsmanship style of the 
early days of printing. It sure beats standing and 
talking before a blackboard all day, with a piece 
of chalk in my hand.” 

The first book from the Greentfee Press 
Is finished and is now- on the shelves of Vic¬ 
toria’s hook stores. The hook is titled EARTH 
MARKET, by Wendy Bender. It relates the 
pleasures and possibilities of growing things 
and eating out of your garden 12 months a 
year. “The point of the book,” explained 
Wendy, “is that the earth should he our 
market place, not the supermarket.” 

The book, limited at present to 500 numbered 
copies, is beautifully printed and hand illusb*ated 
by lino block cuts done by local Sooke artists. 
“There are a lot of talented, artistic people in the 
Sooke area,” ventured Wendy. “Talented people 
seem to be attracted to the rural surroundings 
here.” .. 

Part of the charm of Earth Market is the ex- 
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cellfence and clear readability of the typeface 
used. Vernon explained that he chose the type 
face used by the London Times, of England, 
because in 1932, the Times commissioned a man 
named Stanley Morrison to design the most read¬ 
able type face in the world. "Y’know/’ smiled 
Vernon, "the British people read their news¬ 
papers a lot on trains, and in those bouncing Brit¬ 
ish trains, the type just has to be the most legible 
in the world. Mr. Morrison researched right back 
to the Roman style from Old Rome and devised 
the type face which I now use." 

The working machinery of Hie Greentree 
Press Is an antiquary’s dream. The proof 
press Is right out of the lflth century. Vernon 
found it in an old building in Vancouver that 
was being torn down. It was sitting in the 
basement, hidden by dust and nibble. 

There is also a Paragon paper cutter, dated 
1879. A cumbersome but very solid piece of ma¬ 
chinery with a huge, heavy blade. "Cut off your 
wrist in a flash," laughed Wendy. 

"Our printing machinery is «not stream-lined 
like the present day models," said Vernon. It’s 
very old, but it works perfectly, and it will never, 
never wear out." 

The writer-printer team of Wendy and Vernon 
will shortly commence on a new book to be called 
"Leaving.” It will be about how people have to 
leave, perhaps, the place w-here they were bom, 
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and strike out for the new world, and when they 
get there, they just can’t say they are going to 
make a stake and return to whence they came. 
They have to remain and put roots down. 

Once a w-eek, Vernon Bender drives to the 
Pearson College of the Pacific at William Head 
and teaches printing for a two-hour period. He 
thinks the students there are really gifted and 
enjoy learning. "They are young geniuses," he 
enthused. "Oh! they’re bright." 

Both the Bender think they work harder 
and more productively for themselves than 
when they were on salary. They feel they are 
now making better use of their time and of 
themselves. They rise early; they work on 
into the evenings. 

Vernon took me through the old house they 
live in. He showed me the new dining room and 
the new living room that he added himself, built 
out of unfinished cedar boards. There is a round 
brick fireplace, close to which his favorite arm¬ 
chair is drawn up. Across the hearth stknds an 
old spinning wheel on which Wendy spins wool. In 
another corner there is a much-used weaving 
loom on which she makes rugs. And, along one 
wall there is an old, old black wood piano proba¬ 
bly carried all the way from Cumberland, Eng¬ 
land. It has a beautiful, vibrant tone which 
reached me as Vernon played a few notes from a 
Bach piece. "I’m learning to play,” he smiled. 

As I stepped outside to leave, the forceful im¬ 
pact of Wendy Bender’s earlier words struck nia 
hard. "No!!! No!!" she had cried, "we just don’t 
have enough hoijrs."

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Victoria’s Haunted Cottage 


Some Victoria mysteries, ot 
course, were solved, Others, like 
that of the ”small haunted cot¬ 
tage.V remain unanswered — and 
as tantalizing today as when they 
first intrigued Victorians. 

This particular puzzle began, according- to 
our historiam, D. W. Higgins, back in 1859 when a 
French merchant named Aimie Lassal built a 
small cottage on the corner of Kane and Douglas. 
Young, handsome, and of “somewhat swift 
habits,” Lassal, upon completion, moved into the 
house with his lovely wife. 

Even 40 years after Higgins recalled the 
beautiful Mme. Lassal, with her tall and graceful 
figure, her jet black eyes, ‘‘deep as wells,” and 
her blue-black hair. Proud, witty and vivacious, 
Mme. Lassal was an instant success on the local 
social scene. Her charm and grace made her a 
natural centre for gatherings, where her musical 
laugh, Parisian accent, and her ability to make 
visitors "think she sympathized with them in 
their sorrows and joys" won the friendship of 
most of Fort Victoria's leading citizens. 

* * * 

Not only did Mme. Lassal capture the hearts 
of those she met and entertained, but their loyal¬ 
ty and adulation. No social function, no matter 
h >w slight could be organized without Mme. Las- 
sal’s advice, her opinion carrying such weight, 
that, soon, her "opinion was asked by the society 
leaders-on nearly every subject before a decision 
was reached. 

"In this capacity she became the repository 
of many family secrets which the possessors 
should have kept safely locked in the recesses of 
their own hearts. But human beings, especially 
women,” Higgins continued with unabashed chau¬ 
vinism, "are so confiding that when a person has 
. once earned their confidence there is scarcely 
any limit to the secrets they will disclose. It often 
seems as though their hearts are bursting to tell 
all that they know, and often more than they 
know, to someone whom they think they can 
trust. 

"When the sjxxrl has once begun to turn it 
scarcely ever ceases to revolve until the thread 
has all run out and both ends are in another’s 

possession.” 

For his part, M. Lassal, a merchant with 
premises on Wharf Street, achieved popularity 
also. To all appearances he had the best of two 
worlds: a prosperous business and a beautiful 
wife. 

* + * 

But, alas, tragedy was in the making. One 
fateful afternoon, Lassal returned from his office 
early, to say that he was ill. Mme. Lassal imme¬ 
diately put him to bed and called for the doctor 
who, in due course, gave the grim diagnosis: 
pneumonia. Lassal failed rapidly arid, by the next 
morning, neared the end. Then he was gone, the 
announcement of his passing literally stunning 
Ihe little community. 

As a measure of his popularity, no fewer than 
2.000 persons attended his funeral, Lassal being 
interred in Pioneer Square on Quadra. Interment 
locally was just a temporary measure, said the 
widow, as she intended to have his remains even¬ 
tually shipped back to. France to be placed in the 
family mausoleum. 

"The widow’s grief." recalled Higgins, ‘ was 
unconsolable. Bowed with woe and with stream¬ 
ing eyes, she gazed at the coffin (which had not 
teen opened at the hnrse tc the mourners) as it 
was lowered into the grave and the service was 


read over the remains. On her return to the cot¬ 
tage she was waited upon by several ladies who 
took turns in watching over her for several days 
and nights lest in one of her paroxysms she 
should make away with herself.” 

But time heals all wounds, and Mme. Lassal 
regained her composure. Taking a daguerrotype 
of her beloved Aimee, she had copies made, when 
she mailed several to friends in California ami 
France as a final memepto. Then, in following 
weeks, she settled her affairs, holding a sale of 
household furniture. That accomplished, she dis¬ 
posed of the cottage and comer lot for a small 
sum and boarded the mail steamer for San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

★ * ★ 

Then she was gone, leaving many friends 
"sincerely sorry to part with the accomplished 
and captivating lady who had won their hearts 
and who had been so cruelly bereaved.” 

But if the Lassals were gone, they were not to 
be forgotten. For Victorians were soon reminded 
of them when the new owner of their cottage 
moved in with his family. Refurnished and im¬ 
proved, the little home again became a centre of 
social activity, where all were welcome. Card 
games (never with money bets) and piano-play- 
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. recalled stcry of the haunt¬ 


ing became the order of the evening, with sing- 
alongs and dancing the highlights. 

It was in the former Lassal cottage that pic¬ 
nics and parties were planned. One particularly 
successful outing was a picnic at Elk. Lake, at¬ 
tended by many young men and women (well- 
chaperoned >, which lasted well into the evening. 

When the residents of the cottage, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Goodwin, finally returned home, 
they were astonished to find that their trim and 
tidy bungalow has been ransacked by a burglar. 

"Nearly every movable” article had been dis¬ 
turbed. Furniture was thrown about, drawee 
pulled and their contents dumped onto the floor. 
Even the closets had been searched, clothing 
pulled from their hangers. A settee that Goodwin 
had purchased from the Lassal furnishings was 
ripped open, its horsehair stuffing pulled out, and 
the beds left in a similar state. As a final gesture, 
the burglar even looked under the carpets. 

The vandalism was so great that Mrs. Good¬ 
win broke down, her husband having to take in¬ 
ventory by himself. That accomplished, he was 
even more puzzled than before, as nothing had 
been stolen. Mrs. Goodwin’s gold watch, left on 
the mantel, had not been touched, her jewelry, al¬ 
though disturbed, was in its drawer. Even a 
small collection of good silverware remained. 

Although theories as to the identity, and mo¬ 
tive, of the intruder were many, none could offer 
a solution — until one of the investigating consta¬ 
bles, despairing of finding a clue, offered the 
opinion that, whoever the burglar was, he must 
have been looking for something of value that had 
been secreted in or about the house by the Las¬ 
sals and forgotten by the widow when she moved. 

★ * * 

Then the affair was forgotten — for all of a 
few weeks, when the hapless Goodwins had their 
second unwelcome caller. 

Mrs. Goodw'in apparently slept In the front 
led room with their one child, Goodwin occupying 
the back room. As it was a Sunday, both retired 
early. Each slept soundly until, some time in the 
middle of the night. Mrs. Goodwin was awakened 
by a "rustling sound.” 

Ears straining, and heart pounding, she lis¬ 
tened intently for several minutes when, thinking 
she had been mistaken, she settled back. At that 
moment, she detected the unmistakable, sound of 
someone moving stealthily across the floor. 
Thinking it must be her husband, she called out: 

Is that you, George?” 

Upon getting no response, she reached for the 
night table to strike a match — to have her arm 
roughly pinioned and a man hiss: "Make a noise 
. or cry out and you’ll be a dead woman. Hush!” 

"The woman’s heart stood still; her tongue 
clove to the roof of her mouth. She strove to 
speak but could not articulate a sound. Her voice 
had left her. She weakly struggled to rise and 
then fell back motionless on the bed ...” A 

'What happened after that, she could not tell. 
All that she remembered of that long and terrify¬ 
ing night was the impression of someone creeping 
about her bedroom. 

With ihe eventual dawning of a new day. she 
awakened to wonder whether it had actually bap- 
pcned at all, or whether she had dreamed the 
whole thing. Glancing furtively about the room, 
she saw that all was in order. But, less than re^ 
assured that her noctural caller was gone. she. 
clutc hed her child to her breast and screamed. 

Almost instantly. Goodwin was at her side, 
revolver in hand. When told of her adventure, he 
sent for the police. But, as before, there was no 
answer to the mystery. Nothing had been dis¬ 
turbed or siolen. all doors and windows were fir¬ 
mly latched. Even the gardens were examined 
for footprints without results. 

It was then that a baffled constable re¬ 
marked. It’s our opinion that as nothing has 
been stolen >t is not plunder the thieves sought. 


... one of city’s mysteries 
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as if there was something dreadful behind her; 
something that meant to harm her.” 

Although all scoffed at the idea of a ghost, 
none of Goodwill's friends, when asked, would 
assist him in attempt to “bag his special house¬ 
hold bogey.” Several young stalwarts did agree to 
sit through one night in the bedroom but, one by 
one, as the witching hour drew near, they made 
their excuses and departed. Asked if they had 
heard or seen anything out of the ordinary, they 
admitted that they had not. Asked why they had 
left poor Goodwin to fight his ghost alone, one 
said: “Because we couldn’t stand the creepy feel¬ 
ing that ran up our spine, and made our hair pal¬ 
pitate and set our blood on end (sic> 

Bowing to the inevitable, Goodwin moved his 
family to other quarters and put the cottage up 
for rent. But none who knew the story of its mid¬ 
night marauder that ransacked rooms and w+iis- 
pered sweet threats into the lady's ear would let 
the house no matter how- low the rent. When one 
family, new to Victoria, did move in, they moved 
out again- the very same day; not because they 
had met* the ghost, but because some helpful soul 
had given them the Lassal cottage’s history. 

- Then the house stood empty. 

★ ★ ★ 

Ironically, the next chapter in the haunted 
cottage’s tale of misfortune occurred some four 
years later — half a world away. This facinating 
footnote came about as the result of the visit to 
Paris of “an English gentleman w-ho had a mer¬ 
cantile interest in Victoria.” While strolling 
through the streets one morning, he stopped to 
admire some of the historic buildings, his guide 
pointing out the palace window at which King 
Louis XIV addressed the mob that howled for his 
head. 

As our Victoria businessman pondered that 
historic moment, a party of a dozen or so men 
and women approached. In the midst of the group 
was a short and stout man, plainly dressed, and 


of sallow complexion and waxed moustache. 
Upon feeling the elbow of his guide in his ribs, 
the Englishman turned, when the other asked him 
to remove his hat, as the approaching figure was 
that of the emperor, Napoleon III. 

But it was not the emperor at whom the visi¬ 
tor was staring. Instead, his eyes were riveted 
upon the beautiful woman at Ngpoleon’s side. Her 
flowing, jet black hair, her flashing eyes, and her 
musical laugh as-she whispered into the emper¬ 
or's ear obviously captivated that worthy, also, 
as the entourage passed by. 

Turning back to his guide, he asked if be 
knew the woman’s name, saying he was sure he 
had met her somew here before. 

“Why, that is Mme. Lassal,” the man replied, 
and explained she w'as a very Special friend of the 
emperor’s, that the empress w-as jealous of 
her hold upon Napoleon, and that M. Lassal was 
rumored to be due to be made a count and ap¬ 
pointed as Minister to Spain. 

Eventually the businessman returned to Vic¬ 
toria. w here he promptly informed Goodwin of his 
incredible encounter on a Parisian boulevard: 
Goodwin, at once sensing something to be serious¬ 
ly wrong, acquired the services of a grave-digger 
and rushed to the Quadra Street cemetery. Once 
the coffin of Aimee Lassal was uncovered, he 
opened the lid and peered Inside. 

But, instead of dusty bones, he found only a 
jumble of rocks! There were no human remains 
in the coffin, and Godowin did not take long to 
figure out why. At the time of his “death,” Lassal 
had been in financial trouble. Through the con¬ 
nivance of the doctor, he and Mme. Lassal had 
staged his -demise and the elaborate funeral. 
While 2,000 mourners paid their final respects ,at 
the cemetery, M. Lassal had been on board a 
ship bound for France! 

In deference to the widow's “unconsolable” 
grief, no creditor had been so ungentlemanly as 
to press her with a bill. Thus she had been able to 
sell the cottage and its furnishings, and bid fond 
farew-ell to Fort Victoria. Follow-Lng her husband 
to Paris, Mme. Lassal had practised her over¬ 
whelming charm upon the jemperor,.and, to quote 
Higgins, “made the fortunes of both.” 

But if the coffin of stones in Pioneer Square 
solved one mystery it left another unresolved. 


Who had repeatedly broken into the Goodman cot¬ 
tage and driven Mrs. Goodman to the brink of a 
nervous breakdown? Some speculated that Mme. 
I.assal had left behind a valuable piece of jewelry 
and the "ghost” had been looking for it. 

Whether or not he found what he w-as after. 
Mr. Higgins could not say. But he did mention 
that the haunted cottage lost its evil reputation in 
time and, some 50 years after, w r as again oc¬ 
cupied. 

And there, according to our storyteller,, the 
tale ends. But does it? When writing his series of 
reminiscences of earlyday Victoria, three- 
quarters of a century ago, the retired new-spa|>er 
editor often changed the names of those involved. 

Whether to spare the families of those in¬ 
volved further embarrassment, or to save himself 
a libel suit, he invardbly made but a token ad¬ 
justment to a name, “Smith” became “Smythe; 
“Copland” became "Copley,” or something 
equally transparent. If this is the case in the 
story of the haunled cottage, who w'ere the real 
M. and Mme. Lassal? 

★ ★ ★ 

A check of yellowing editions of the Colonist 
soon turns up the June, 1860, obituary of one 
Julien Lassalette. of the Victoria firm of St. Ours 
& Lassalette, after a “very brief” illness. Aged 
30. his death came as a shock to his many friends; 
particularly to his wife who, it was reported, w-as 
“unconsolable.” M. Lassalette's residence: Kane 
Street! 

Yet there is an inconsistency: M. Lassalelte 
had been a resident of Victoria for only a month. 

A second anomaly is the reference of some 11 „ 
years after, when Julia E. Lassalette, widow- of 
Julian Lassalette, w-as sued by her own law-ver in 
San Francisco. Partners in a boarding house, and 
lovers, their relationship — business and personal 
— ended in a civil suit. 

Was this the Mme. “Lassal” of our tale; the 
“widow” who wept for a coffin filled with stones? 
Alas, only Mr. Higgins seems to have known for 
sure. 

As w-e mentioned, some mysteries rema*n 
just that!

GRAPEFRUIT MERINGUE PIE ... six ta¬ 
blespoons cornstarch, one-and-a-quarter cup 
sugar, one-quarter teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
cold water, two cups fresh grapefruit juice »about 
juice of three medium grapefruit), three egg 
yolks, one teaspoon grated grapefruit rind, one 
tablespoon butter or margarine and one baked, 
eight or nine inch baked pastry shell. 

Mix cornstarch, sugar and salt in a large 



Grapefruit Meringue Pie 
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saucepan, stir in water and grapefruit juice, cock 
over medium heat, stirring constantly until mix¬ 
ture comes to a boil. Cook five minutes stirring 
constantly. Remove from heat. In a small bowl 
beat egg yolks until well mixed. Gradually stir in 
small amount of hot grapefruit mixture. Then stir 
egg yolks into remaining hot mixture together 
with grapefruit rind and butter. Cool for 10 min¬ 
utes. Turn into pastry shell. Top with meringue 
and bake in preheated 350 deg. F. oven until light¬ 
ly browned . . . 10 to 15 minutes. 

MERINGUE . . . three egg whites, one- 
quarter teaspoon cream tartar and six table¬ 
spoons sugar. Beat egg whites and cream of tar¬ 
tar until frothy. Gradually beat in sugar, one ta¬ 
blespoon at a time. Beat until stiff enough to hold 
eharp points. Spoon over grapefruit filling in 
pastry shell andspread so that it touches the 
pastry edge all around, (this keeps the meringue 
from shrinking). This is an elegant dessert with 
that light texture that's so welcome after a good 
meal. 

And here Is a light, dessert that can be 
made ahead. It Is good after a hearty meal. 

ORANGE FLUFF . . . make a crumb crust 
with three-quarter cup crushed vanilla wafers, 
and one-quarter cup EACH crushed nuts and 
melted butter or margarine. Line a one quart or 
two, pint refrigerator trays with the crumbs, 
reserving enough for the topping. Now heat 24 
large marshmallows and half a cup frozen orange 
concentrate in the tqp of a double boiler until 
marshmallows are melted. Cool thoroughly. 

Now whip a half pint heavy cream until stiff. 
Feld into the chilled marshmallow mixture. File 
Into the chilled crumb crust and sprinkle top with 
reserved crumbs. Chill until firm. 
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Instead of a regular paMry »hell er 
dumb cruHt, have you ever made a wfri 
i<H>kk t rust. This makes a nl« e t liange for an 
lee eream pie or for a pie with prepared ttll- 
Id*. 

SWEET TART OR PIE SHELL . . . one-half 
cup butter or* margarine, one-quarter cup sugar, 
cne-quarter teaspoon salt, one unbeaten egg and 
one-and-a-half cups sifted flour. Cream the but¬ 
ter, sugar and salt well, add the egg and beat 
again. Work in the flour. Bake in pie pan or layer 
cake pan in a preheated 450 deg. F. oven for 
about eight minutes or until golden. Cool before 
filling shell. 

Spring is rhubarb-time so let’s rev up for 
rhubarb in pies, puddings and lovely stewed 
rhubarb for breakfast or luneh. Rhubarb 
dates back to about >700 B.C. In China, the 
root is still used there in Chinese medicine. 

RHUBARB BREAD PUDDING ... one cup 

sugar, one-half teaspoon cinnamon or nutmeg, 
one tablespoon grated orange rind, three cups 
rhubarb cut in one-half to one-inch pieces, two 
cups buttered bread crumbs, two tablespoons but¬ 
ter or margarine and cream. 

Combine sugar, spice and orange rind with 
the cut-up rhubarb. Arrange layers of bread 
cubes and rhubarb mixture in a greased baking 
dish, ending with the bread cubes. Dot withjbe 
two tablespoons butter. Cover and bake in pie- 
heated 375 deg. F. oven for 20 minutes. Remove 
cover and bake 15 minutes longer or until top is 
lightly browned. Serve with pouring cream. 

For the pale, early hothouse rhubarb I add a ' 
few drops of red vegetable coloring to spark up 
the color.

The early Inhabitants of the 
Cayman Islands were descend 
ants of pirates, shipwrecked sail¬ 
ors and ex-slaves. The population 
of the islands now is about 13,000 
and I would guess that about 70 
per cent of these are black. 

I was told that in 1965 there were only a 
small number of local banks, now however in 
Georgetown alone there are 125 banks and trust 
companies. Real estate, too. is big business on 
the island. 

For about $6. One can buy a complete sret of 
Cayman stamps, and stamp sales account for 
about 12 per cent of the'government revenue. Al¬ 
though there are many duty-free stores, we found 
prices generally quite high as compared to Cana¬ 
da. Practically all products have to be imported, 
a bottle of beer for instance averaged 65 cents 
Cayman money. While we were there, no refunds 
were given on bottles, consequently marfy broken 
bottles could be seen beside the road. We also 
saw many old abandoned cars, rusting away. 

Not advertised in the travel brochures are 
the super mosquitos that inhabit the island. Each 
night a plane flew low to spray the area. Robin 
and I. while walking to town one evening, got 
caught in a mosquito spray mist, so thick-that we 
couldn’t see one another only four feet apart. 


People selling real estate forget to tell the 
prospective buyer about the water situation or the 
tax. Most of the water supply on the island comes 
from collected rain water off the roofs. I was told 
also that 7 per cent of each land sale goes to the 
government, plus of aourse the commission the 
salesman charges. 

Robip and I. along with a French Canadian 
couple, decided to go pub crawling one night. As* I 
mentioned previously, night life on the Caymans 
is limited. However, we did find a dart board set 
up in one of the pubis in George Town and were 
further surprised to find a dart league. As a dart 
enthusiast myself, I welcomed the chance to play, 
and the four of us issued a challenge. Modesty 
prevents me from revealing the outcome.

It seems that like the Caly. the vessel was 
blown up after being trapped on the coral during 
a storm. 

The Caly. also a steel hulled ship, lies close to 
shore in about 20 to 25 feet of water. The steam 
boilers are now the home of many fish such as 
the Nassau grouper. 

There are about 400 species of grouper, some 
givwing to exceptionally large sizes of several 
hundred pounds. They resemble a large bass and 
are considered a delicacy by many. The friendly 
Nassau grouper will grow to a length of three 
feet, and with patience can be fed by hand. Its 
basic coloring is light olive grey with dark wavy 
stripes. 


Propellers, winches, ribs, hand rails and fair 
lead all add greatly to the background while film¬ 
ing. 

Alone one day, I was filming some tube 
sponges and concentrating on composing the 
picture while focussing when I had a feeling 
of being watched. As I mentioned before, 
barracuda are both numerous and curious. 

A three-foot cuda hovered over the sandy 
bottom, following my every move. Not want¬ 
ing to miss the opportunity, I now- concen¬ 
trated the camera on my new subject. 

Moving slowly but deliberrately, I found I 
w'as able to get within tw*> feet, but the back¬ 
ground w'as too sandy. Reaching out, I tweaked 
the ’cuda’s tail just hard enough to get him mov¬ 
ing so that he would swim over among the pictur¬ 
esque coral.

Of course not all of our time was spent in the 
water, as we wanted to see as much as possible 
cf the scenery of the island. 

Since the highest point on Grand Cayman 
In only 60 feet, we thought It a great Idea to 
rent bicycles for a couple of days. 

Inflation has hit the Cayman*! La*t year, 
the rental was a dollar a day, now it is two 
dollars! 

Our bikes came equipped with carriers sc- it 
was handy for carrying our gear while exploring 
<ther parts of the island. Our bikes also came 
equipped with locks, a three-inch round rusty 
metal object clipped to the carrier. I convinced 
seme of our friends at the hotel that I had bought 
the lock at an antique shop and said it was used 
as a neck iron during the slave trading days.

Actually, the locks were quite unnecessary, 
as the crime rate on the island is almost nil. We 
often left our expensive camera equipment lying 
about, and it was a treat not to have to worry 
about theft. 

We also toured the island first class by rent¬ 
ing a small 50 CC motorcycle after applying for a 
b*cal drivers’ licence, a two dollar government 
rip off. 

In one day we pot on 90 miles. What a 
«*ight we must have looked, with the two of 
us. complete with diving gear and camera* 
*lrap|>cd to the back, and all the time Robin 
< ailing into my ear: “Remember, drive on the 
left, drive on the left!” 

All I needed was a black leather jacket to feel 
like Marlon Brando as we roared along the South 
Coast road with the speedometer sometimes hit- 
ling as high as 30 miles an hour. 

We passed by Pedro's Castle, the oldest 
known structure on the island, built in 1780. It is 
now restored and open to the public. 

Robin was not impressed by my motorcy¬ 
cle skill alter almost dumping us both several 
times or riding through sand drifts across the 
road »in our way up to the East t oast. This 
coast is sometimes called The Boneyard of 
the Caribbean because of the numerous 
wrecks. 

From shore, two rusted freighters can clearly 
Ve seen perched high on the coral outer reef, a 
third of a mile from shore. After taking a few pic¬ 
tures of the wrecks, we continued up the coast to 
Rogers Wreck-Point on the North Shore. A go- «1 
surf was coming in as we arrived, but being so 
warm, we thought a good sworn was in order. 

How refreshing the wratcr felt as we edged 
ourselves gingerly through the sharp coral to Ihe 
deeper water.

We had to use special care to avoid bombing 
ihe sea urchins as they were everywhere. 

We spent about an hour in the water before 
returning to shore. Unfortunately I was not as 
«areful on my return. A wave caught me ami as 1 
threw my bands forward far protection, I felt a 
sharp pain in n^y right hand. The surf had rushed 
me onto a sea urchin. 

When I reached shore, my hand was still 
bleeding and I counted 30 spne*. all broken off 
and imbedded deep within my hand. 

After about half an hour, most of the pain 
was gone, but it was still badly swollen. When we 
got back to our hotel that night, I- proudly dis¬ 
played my trophy. Dave, the local divemaster 
said: 'You should have put some lime juice cn it 
when it happened. Better still, a sure remedy is 
to urinate on it, but that can be a problem. 
♦ specially if you back into a sea urchin. However, 
then you know who your real friends are.” 

About half a mile down the coast from 
our hotel is Eden Rock, a delightful place to 
♦live because of the high coral hedge teaming 
with colorful fish. Many of the caves and 
grottoes are formed from living coral. It did 
not take long to use up our film as we swam 
through the underwater caves.

The PUBLIC MARKET 

...Victorians once knew 


If you lived in Victoria prior to 
7959, you too, may remember that 
market. It was housed in a huge, 
run-down building located where 
the parkade for Centennial Square 
now stands —a building that was 
truly magnificent when built, and 
one of which Victorians of the 
early 1890s were very proud. 

Although, this article deals chiefly with the 
colorful history of that building and the struggles 
of the farmers who endeavored to make the 
market a success, you may be interested in a few 
related events which led to its construction by the 
City of Victoria, British Columbia. 

The first market, built in 1861 by a group of 
businessmen, was known as the Victoria Market, 
but it lasted only a few months. Insufficient capi¬ 
tal on the company’s part, and public indifference 
were blamed for its failure. 

Five years later another privately-owned one, 
the Davies Cattle Market, was established. It had 
roomy~sheds and stables, and even a well, but 
only livestock were sold. 

Beginning about that time there was consid¬ 
erable strife between the Occidental arvi Oriental 
farmers in the area. For one thing, white farmers 
objected to peddling their products from door to 
door, while the Chinese were quite happy with 
that method of selling. 

As time went on, frequent letters to the 
Colonist indicated a growing need for a pub¬ 
lic market, and as a step in that direction, 
city council leased the premises of J. P. 
Davies and Company. There, In September. 
HIM. a city-sponsored market was opened. 

It isn’t know how long that arrangement last¬ 
ed. but evidently it wasn’t what the farmers 
wanted and they continued to press for a city- 
owned market. 

Over the next 20 years there were many 
meetings at which pros and cons of a city market 
were heatedly discussed. Committees were 
formed and dissolved, and frequent editorials ap¬ 
peared in the Colonist supporting such a venture. 

One argument put forth in favor of a market 
was, “that it would allow citizens to buy good 
products grown by local farmers, rather than 
having to purchase so many imported ones.” 

Yes. as far back as 1874 there were protests 
about Victoria’s partial dependency on imj»orted 
foods. As one editorial stated, ‘‘the produce of 
Washington Territory, Oregon and California 
eould be transported to Victoria as cheaply as 
that of Comox, Cowichan and even Saanich.” 

Apparently the city did build a small market 
in the spring of 1878, but the sheds provided were 
so poky and cheaply constructed, not a single one 
was rented — eventually they were used as coal 
sheds. 

And when the market was put to voters in 
1887. asking their approval to borrow $25,000, the 
ratepayers turned it down. 

But the matter was not dropped, and 
when a second bylaw was presented three 
years later, ambitious-minded voters ap¬ 
proved it, authorizing city council to spend 

dunday, April 20, 1075 
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the fantastic sum of $50,000 to erect a suitable 
market. 

In October. 1891, the Colonist reported as 
follows: “The handsome and commodious build¬ 
ing is rapidly nearing completion. Every portion 
of the structure is graceful and full of the latest 
improvements. The market on Cormorant Street 
will be handed over to city council in about four 
weeks. It is no ordinary market as the building 
can also.be used for meetings, balls, flower shows 
and exhibitions.” 

It w'as indeed no ordinary market building, as 
can be visualized by the following description: 
“The structure is built of brick and splendid 
pieces of Nelson granite, which form also the 
main arched entrances. The openings into the 
building are broad and high, giving ample room 
for the passage of vehicles of all description. 
There is a frontage of 210 feet and a width of 60 
feet. On entering, it is hard to believe you are in 
a covered building, as the whole of the top roof is

built of the finest cathedral glass, supported by 
strong, but thin and shapely, iron beams. 

“On the main floor fronting on Cormorant, 
are six spacious stores, which will contain the 
largest plate glass windows in the city'. Leading 
from the back of these, and facing the interior of 
the market, are six open shops, and these are 
continued all round the building, each being en¬ 
closed by a neat counter. 

“There are eight iron pillars which support 
the gallery and first floor, and besides these, 
there are 20 wooden posts that have the same 
use. The iron columns are hollow* and through 
each runs a drain pipe which goes into the ground 
and connects with a perfect system of sewerage. 
There is not one single pipe visible in the whole 
building. Arrangements for fire are excellent; a 


large hydrant comes through the asphalt floor at 
each end of the building. Two handsome or¬ 
namental fountains will be placed at equal dis¬ 
tances away, and will add to the general effect. 

“An ascent is made to the upper story by 
means of the broad, easy staircases, one at each 
end of the building. On reaching the gallery the 
visitor is struck with the light, airy appearance of 
the wholp structure, as viewed from die top. The 
gallery is over 20 feet in width, and forms an ex¬ 
cellent promenade, enclosed on the inside by 
handsome railings, and on the outside by a series 
of large $hops and stalls. At the head of the hall 
is a circular bandstand that juts out from the bal¬ 
cony. On the top floor are also rooms that will t?e 
reserved for lunch parlors for ladies, and general 
restaurants which will be run under corporation 
supervision. * 

‘‘Twelve electric arc lights will be suspended 
from the glass roof,and besides these the stores 
will be furnished with small gas and electric 
lights (the original plans called for the entire 
building to be illuminated'with gas.) 

“The total cost when finished will be $55,000. 
Mr. John 'league is the architect and it only- 
needs a glance at the building to tell that a mas¬ 
ter hand has planned it.” 

There were 60 stalls and stores, with 


rents runging from $7.50 to t $80 a month. Back 
of the market, facing 1-isgard Street, was a 
large open area containing weigh scales, wa¬ 
tering troughs, poultry and cattle sheds und 
stables. 

The market hours were set at 6 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
Monday to Friday and 8 a.m. to 10 p.m. on Satur¬ 
days. 

On Dec. 19, 1891, the building was christened 
with a gala affair arranged by the Ladies' Auxil¬ 
iary to the Royal Jubilee Hospital, with proceeds 
in aid of the B.C. Benevolent Society. 

In keeping with the Christmas season, the 
hall was decorated with evergreen clusters and 
festoons of Japanese lanterns. And what a daz¬ 
zling sight those electric chandeliers must have 
been, as only a few years previously, the people

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of that era had emerged from the dim flicker of 
candles and lamps, to the steady glow of gaslight, 
and then into the flameless brilliance of electrici¬ 
ty. 

From the moment the huge, ornamental iron 
gates swung open, the populace poured in until a 
crowd of over two thousand had assembled. 

At the appointed time, Mayor Grant made his 
speech and declared the market officially open. 

The entertainment that followed began with a 
concert performed by the Amateur Symphony s<> b 
ciety. Then Professor Piedner's popular brass 
band took over, and soon the building vibrated 
with dance music of the nineties — the Lancers, 
Walt/, Polka and Military Schottische, etc. The 
accoustics were splendid, and gradually the hall 
filled with dancers. On the stroke of midnight, the 
music stopped, and the happy crowd dispersed. 

As you can see, the o|>ening of the market 
building was a complete success, but there's . 
no record of It ever being used again for a 
social or musical event — nor were the upper 
level rooms utilized as restaurants, etc. It 
seems, that Impressive building was a white 
elephant from the start. 

And the farmers’ market too, w r as destined to 
a continuous struggle for survival. No doubt the 
busy farmers were overwhelmed by the sixty- 
seven sections of the market bylaw, and a big 
drawback was the absence erf a consumer-deli very 
service. 

Not more than half the stalls and stores were 
rented during the first nine years. While there 
were a couple of grain merchants and a few 
farmers, from time to time, selling their prod¬ 
ucts. most of the occupants were unusual ones to 
find in a market building. A city hotel made sam¬ 
ple rooms of some of the stalls; the Salvation 
Army used a room for its band and singing class; 
and the Garrison artillery made an armory of the 
centre area, w'hich they and the Knights of Pyth¬ 
ias used as a drill hall. 

One newcomer to Victoria in the late 1890s, 
following a visit to the market; reported that peo¬ 
ple had looked at hrt* as though she were queer. 

“All I wanted,” she said, “was to get some 
fresh eggs and a few vegetables, but the farmers 
were not in evidence. I found a portrait painter’s 
studio, a real estate agent, the Sanitary Inspec¬ 
tor, and the most ghastly of all things — the 
public morgue was an annex of the market.” 

The apparent lack of market supporters 
forced city council to rent space to almsot any 
who’d pay the rent. 

So, it wasn't surprising, that when the 
fire department was in need of new downtown 
quarters, the city decided to utilize part of 
the market building. On Feb. 20, 1899, rate¬ 
payers approved the. market fireball bylaw, 
authorizing necessary alterations to the east¬ 
ern half of the building, and shortly there¬ 
after, the fire department moved Into It. 

It has been said, when plans for the market 
were being drawn up, one pessimistic alderman 
remarked: “Perhaps it should be designed so it 
can be used as a railroad station, in case it 
proves to be a failure as a market.” And how 
right he was, as in 1901, when the market busi¬ 
ness was almost nil, the western half was leased 
to the Victoria and Sidney Railway as a freight 
and passenger station. 

About two .years elapsed before the required 
structural changes were completed, and then it 
served as a station for only five years. When the 
anticipated link-up between that company and the 
Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway on Wharf Street 
fell through, it was decided the market building 
location was unsuitable as a terminus, bedbuse of 
a steep up-hill grade on Fisgard Street. 

So, a new station was built on Blanshard 
Street and in December, 1910, the market build¬ 
ing was vacated. 

However, some market activity must have 
continued during the railway’s lease of the mar¬ 
ket premises, as evidenced by the following item 
from the Victoria Times of Jan. 15, 1910: ’The 
annual statement of the city market- superin¬ 
tendent, Wm. Dalby, shows $1,918.50 was collect¬ 
ed during the past year in fees for stables, scales 
and rents, as against $1,446.29 for the previous 
year.” 

For the next four years the building was used 
chiefly as a storehouse by the public works and 
other city departments, and it also served as a 
polling station for municipal elections. Oc¬ 
casionally, it was livened up by mock tilting

matches, between dashing young Englishmen on 
horseback who used broomsticks in place of 
lances. And at one time during that unprofitable 
period in the building’s history, city council even 
toyed with the idea of turning it into a .pound for 
stray cats and cattle, but fortunately there were 
sufficient protests from angry tax|>ayers to 
squash that notion. 

In September, 1914, just after the First 
World War began, the need to revive the 
farmer*’ market became urgent. So a joint 
committee was formed by city council and 
the Victoria and Island Development Com¬ 
pany. and they set up a trial market under 
canvas, on vacant pro|>erty west of the city 
hall — property made available by Messrs. 
Iteming Brothers. 

Every possible preparation was made for its 
success, including arrangements with Ihe B.C. 
Electric Railway to have a freight car leav^ its 
Deep Bay terminus in Saanich at 6:25 a.m. on 
market days, picking up produce on the way, and 
arriving in Victoria at 7:15 a.m. 

The opening day was exceptionally well at¬ 
tended, in spite of the rain, and the fact lhat it 
was Fair Day in nearby Sooke. And the farmers’ 
skepticism melted when they saw that most of 
Ihe prospective buyers were toting large hand¬ 
bags — indicating a willingness to carry their 
purchases. 

That market continued to grow, and on 
Nov. IS, 1914, It was moved to permanent 
quarters in the freshly renovated market 
building. Sixty stalls and tables, overflowing 
with produce from surrounding areas and the 
Gulf Islands, awaited consumers. And while 
part of the riiarket yard was occupied by the 
|H>lice force, the balance was well patronized 
by farmers. 

Credit should be given here to G. C. Mc-Con- 
nel of Madrona Farm, Gordon Head, for his part 
in persuading city council to reopen the Cor¬ 
morant Street building. He was one of the mar¬ 
ket’s strongest supporters, and was well known 
for the fine poultry, eggs and general produce 
which he sold. 

Other prominent vendors at that owning in¬ 
cluded G. Rylands of Rockside Ranch, who sup¬ 
plied the CPR and other steamship lines with fat¬ 
tened poultry; G. E. Handley of Cedar Hill Road, 
whose excellent fruits and vegetables attracted 
many; Mr. and Mrs. T. Spouse, who sold both 
their own home-smoked, and fresh fish; Mr. and 
Mrs. Little of Royal Oak. noted for their fine 
veal, lamb and pork; Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Pease 
of Hamsterley Farm, whose stall provided such 
delicacies as Devonshire cream and homemade 
ice cream; and the Quadra Greenhouses, whose 
colorful booths were well stocked with flowering 
plants and greenery. 

The market was open from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
on Wednesdays and Saturdays, and continued to 
thrive throughout the First World War. 

Many vendors felt the personal interest of 
Aid. Jones, chairman of the market committee, 
had a great deal to do with its success. He visited 
the market frequently, and was often seen in his 
shirt sleeves, helping Mr. Smith, the market man¬ 
ager, with various alterations. 

After the war, business tapered off and even¬ 
tually the Saturday hours were reduced to a half¬ 


day. Then to add further to the vendors’ prob¬ 
lems, theit; stall fees were increased by 25 per 
cent in July, 1922. The farmers were indignant. 

“Why,” they demanded, “should we be forced 
to pay $225 and up per year for the privilege of' 
selling only what we produce, and at the same 
time have to conffine our sales to VA days per 
week -- while the Oriental street pedlars ere 
charged only an annual fee of $40, are free to sell 
six days per week, and not restricted to selling 
local produce?” 

But their protests fell on deaf ears. City coun¬ 
cil was badly in need of added revenue and re¬ 
fused to lower the increases. 

Another problem was the draftiness in the al¬ 
ready aging building. And despite continual pleas 
from vendors to have the grated iron gates at the 
Cormorant Street entrance replaced with wind- 
proof doors, it wasn’t until December, 1926, that 
solid wooden ones, with glass enclosures, were in¬ 
stalled. 

ki 1927 the market was remodelled, ac¬ 
cording to a letter from J. Peddle, published 
in the Colonist of .March 31, 1929, and at that 
time the stall rents were raised again. To off¬ 
set that raise, the city promised to have the 
stalls repainted annually, but as the depres¬ 
sion years approached and cash became 
scarcer, that promise not kept. 

Records of alterations are scanty, and it's not 
known just when the ornate facade encircling Ihe 
roof was removed, or the beautiful brick exterior 
stuccoed over. 

During 1939 and 1940, part of the ground floor 
level was occupied by the Dominion-Provincial 
School of Auto Mechanics, and in August, 1951, 
the upper floor became the headquarters for the 
Civil Defence training program. 

While llie market Itself showed some up¬ 
surge during the Second World War, when 
some 42 stalls were In use, it never regained 
the popularity it enjoyed between 1916 and 
1920. when enthusiastic crowds were so great 
It was difficult to get near the stalls. 

The market’s decline, which began in the 
early fifties, was .mostly due to changing times. 
With the lifting of gas rationing and an increased 
supply of automobiles, many customers preferred 
a jaunt into the country to buy from roadside 
stands, or simply to shop at supermarkets where 
ample parking was provided. 

The vendors blamed the market committee 
for its lack of interest in their cause, while city 
council insisted, that according to the engineer's 
report, the old building would cost more to repair 
and update, than its use would justify. Most of the 
time, it was unused except by the twice-weekly 
market, and the civil defence. 

And when organizations from outside the 
municipality were allowed to hold rummage 
sales in the builddng free of charge, the vendors 
objected heartily — until the city set a fee of $5 
for such use and also required payment for jani¬ 
torial services. 

Among those who continued to rent stalls 
were old-timers whd’d built up sound reputations: 
such as Mrs. Lily NichoHs. who had specialized in

Of all the fossils dating back 
to the end of the days of the dino¬ 
saurs and the few dozen million 
years following them, the least 
known are the fossil plants . 

Perhaps they are not as popular in the mind's 
eye of the public as they do not conjure up 
romantic visions of battling beasts or animals 
swimming and living in the oceans as so ofteo 
pictured by writers of adventure stories; particu¬ 
larly those of the King Kong school. 

This is odd, as what could be more romantic 
than a full moon over a sub-troptc jungle? 

Whatever the reason, Victoria, Nanaimo aui 
the Vancouver areas must have had many thou¬ 
sands of full moons rising over palm tree tops. &} 
and more million vears ago. 

* * k 

While dinosaurs are unknown to the rocks <>f 
the cities for various reasons, (most of the dino¬ 
saurs had already died out or would shortly do 
so) ail of the other paleontologic ingredients did 
exist in one form or another. 

The fossil palm trees are especially interest¬ 
ing but little popular material has been written 
on them. The reasons for this are quite simple; 
many fossil plants are now extinct and conse¬ 
quently have never required a common name 
Many have been given Latin names, but because 
of the fossil's scarcity they remain religated to 
specialty books and journals. This is a pity as 
some of the strangest life forms on this planet 
are plants. 

The Nanaim? coal field? and other 
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around the Gulf of Georgia have given us much 
knowledge of that long-gone sub-tropic era. Oc¬ 
casionally one will read that from the type of fos¬ 
sil plants found, the area around the present 
Strait of Georgia was much warmer; possibly the 
equivalent to modern day Florida or the south 
east United States, with on of the main dif¬ 
ferences it was probably wetter here. 

k * k 

Of the plants themselves very hftie is sail. 
The majority of the remaining fossils of palm 
trees — usually leaves of fan palms — are mainly 
fragments as the palm fans grew to considerabl? 
si/ 3 and the erosion in exposing them to view, has

also eroded and fragmented the fossils The frag¬ 
ments are often found as curious pieces of iwk 
that leave one wondering, “What on earth is il?“ 
a-i they look at the odd topography of the fossils 
surface. 

Fortunately, the palms are usually easy to 
identify as the number of species is very small 
and formed only a minority of the plant life in 
that ancient forest. The number of individuals 
growing then is unknown, but from the numl»et 
of their fossils the southeast side of Georgia 
Strait ap;*ears to have been the most prolific. 

One palm tree that has been found as a fossil 
on both sides of the Strait of Georgia is the sabal 
palm, with the Bellingham area having some of 
the best preserved leaves. Leaves from sabals 
have bepn found around Nanaimo and some of 
the Gulf Islands These are usually specimens of 
a sabal called Geonomites imperials In Van¬ 
couver fo>*U ffohen. fcohn sabai. trees Is b?»t 


known. The plant is still living in the Florida- 
Caribbean area. 

A number of the extinct plants have at least 
one thing in common with dinosaurs; as often 
only fragments are found, a number of tossils of 
the same plant, or animal, will have to be found 
before a complete reconstruction of the plant can 
be made. The majority of plant fossils of tbs 
forest still have living relatives. 

Besides the palms, different species of syca¬ 
more trees have been found, with one named, 
after Nanaimo. Platans nanaimo. 

The museum in Nanaimo has a small but in¬ 
teresting collection of fossil plants. One large slab 
ion loan) is particualrly impressive, with leaves 
of a broad-leafed plant scattered rather evenly 
over a dull blackish rock with the leaves them¬ 
selves shining a very glossy black. 

Other plants to be found include oaks, wil¬ 
lows, sequoias, the ginko, relatives of the rubbe- 
plant and cinnamon tree. Marsh and aquatic 
plants are also known as w’ell as fruits and seeds 
In all, about 100 different plants from the Nanai¬ 
mo deposits and others from the mainland 
k k k 

The Nanaimo series of rocks containing the 
now worked out coal seams are the oldest depos¬ 
its with fossil plants: while the Vancouver area 
belongs to a somewhat younger group of rocks. 

Exposures in roadsides and especially waste 
dumps around old coal mines are good places to 
find fossil leaves from these warmer times. Dark 
bands in sandstone are worth investigating as 
they quite often turn out to be shale containing 
carbonized remains of plants. Often the plant.s 
will l>e whole. but break when pulled free of the 
i'*ck. •» 

Sometimes only fragments will be found and 
one will throw' them away not realizing what it is 
But whatever condition die fossil is in. if ii 
always a most satisfying experience to find one 
and you will probably end up spending your space 
time looking for an “ideal" specimen

home-baked bread, cakes and pastries for 33 
years — some of her products were even mailed 
to customers while they were away on vacations; 
Lillian Burgess, whose homemade candies had 
been satisfying sweet-toothers for more than 31 
years — not only were her candies popular, but 
her boxes were filled to overflowing, just for good 
measure; Bill Vowells, who sold fresh crab, 
shrimp and fish, which he caught in the cold 
waters off Sooke — “the best available,’’ he 
bragged; and H. G. Bisset, who boasted: “None 
of my eggs are more than three days old, and my 
poultry is always killed and cleaned the night 
before.” 

In the fall of 1958, as the need for parking 
space in the market area became acute, there 
were persistent rumors the market building was 
to be tom down and replaced with a parking lot. 
So, one by one, vendors became jittery and with¬ 
drew, until only eight remained. 

And although some 1,600 persona, from 
Victoria and up-island, signed a petition in 
•lanary of 1059, asking city council to recon¬ 


sider and preserve the Cormorant Street 
market, the council remained firm in its de¬ 
cision to (lemolish the building and use the 
land for a more profitable purpose. 

A few months later, the Civil Defence w as 
moved to other quarters, the Fire Department to 
a smart, new firehaU on Yates Street, and the 
remaining vendors were given formal notice to 
“quit their premises in the market building as of 
May 31, 1959.” 

After several extensions of time, the vendors 
held their last market day in the Cormorant 
Street building on Aug. 5, and one of them, Attilio 
Randy, the well-known gardener who’d been re¬ 
sponsible for the afore-mentioned petition, made 
a final, but vain protest. He staged a sit-dcwn 
strike, staying on alone in the old market for two 
extra days. 

Mayor Scurrah, in a last minute effort to re¬ 
tain at least a small market, had suggested that a 
row of open, plastic-covered stalls be -built along 
one side of the proposed parking lot, but the ven¬ 
dors rejected his offer, because they felt the 


stalls wouldn’t have sufficient protection from the 
weather. 

. However, the farmers still had a little fight 
left in them, and opened a market of their own, 
just a block away, at 618 Pandora. Gradually 
their numbers dwindled to four, but they con¬ 
tinued to serve their customers at that address 
for three years, until once again they received no¬ 
tice to vacate — that time, to.make w'ay for the 
Centennial Square development. And thus ended 
the farmers' efforts — for at least that period in 
htstory to maintain a market in downtown Vic¬ 
toria. ^ 

Now', to come back to the market building: 
towards the end of August, 1959, Farmer Con¬ 
struction began tearing out the interior of it, and 
for the next month, senior onlookers watched with 
nostalgia, the demolition of one more link with 
the past recalling, no doubt, the many ups and 
downs of that once-proud structure. 

And so, while the City of Victoria may some¬ 
day establish another market, it’s quite unlikely 
Victorians will ever again know a public market 
as elegant, as the one built in 1891. 


Action Where It Counts 


Provoking a fish into striking an artificial 
lure is a lot like watching a pretty girl at the 
beach . . . it’s the action that gets ’era! - 

Every different type of lure, whether plug, 
spoon, spinner or jig has its own special action. 
Even within a lure class there is so much varia¬ 
tion that most anglers aren’t aware of all the pos¬ 
sible actions. Realizing this, the fishing experts at 
Mercury outboards have studied one of the more 
popular types of lures, the plugs, and offer tips to 
make your fishing more successful. 

There are four basic types of plugs, each 
calling for different fishing methods to obtain the 
best action: 

Surface disturber* can be fished at several 


speeds. Most have spinners at one or both ends of 
the lure. The idea is to attract attention by churn¬ 
ing the water. Vary the speed until you obtain the 
most distrubance. Those which float with one end 
out of the water are called “nodders” and should 
he fished very slowly, stopping occasionally for 30 
to 40 seconds of rest. 

Dnrtcrs. float horizontally but dive down when 
retrieved. They have a slight “dart” from side to 
side to create lhe action, an enticing wobble be¬ 
neath the surface. Adjust the speed to suit the 
depth you want td fish. Three feet is usually the 
maximum. 

Floating-diving, plugs go under when re¬ 
trieved, but have a lot more side-to-side action 


than darters. They also work deeper, some to 
eight feet. Diving plugs are ideal for fishing steep 
banks or underwater cliffs. Long casts and fast 
retrieves take the plug deeper. Most have a large 
metal lip which can be bent out to make the plug 
go deeper, or twisted for more erratic action. 

Sinking plugs go down immediately. To find 
fish, work the lure at various depths and speeds 
from the bottom up. By counting as the lure 
sinks, you can soon judge depth accurately 
onough lo retrieve at the correct level once the 
fish are found.

This week’s ride is mt f-.^r the uninitiated. Although the total relief Is only 
*r>xrt L50 to 200 feet, the combination of moderate distance and hilly terrain 
make for a modicum of difficulty on this beautiful trip, put the persistent will 
b? rewarded with some beautiful scenery, several nice picnic spots'and an 
all around excellent ride. 

Start just off West Saanich Road, below the Dominion Observatory on 
G*vard Road. Unfortunately, there’s a hill right off. but. a hill at the beginning 
of the ide, when you’re fresh, is much better than tine in the last mile when 
you’re already tired. So, put your head down, shift to a lower gear and pedal. 

The trip along Goward to the head >f Prosi>ect Lake is level or downhill 

most of the way, so persevere. 
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Watch the traffic along Goward, and most of the other roads on this trip. 
Ir s easy to lie lulled into a sense of security on back roads by the infrequency 
of the auto traffic. But when they come, they often come fast and are not pre¬ 
pared for bicycles. I learned the hard way and I’ve got the scars to prove it. so 
tdce it easy. 

At the head of Prospect Lake is a small park w'hich w'ould make a pleasant 
place to lake a rest and maybe go for a swim, if you’re appropiiately dressed 
and toe weather is co-operating. Traffic in the lake vicinity will be just about 
the heaviest of the trip, calling for extra caution. 

At the park, turn left on Prospect lake Road and pedal alongside the 
like. If you’re like me you’ll eat your heart out at all the lucky people wiio 
have those nice houses with a back door that opens orr to the water. As you . 
continue past the lake, the country starts to open up into farms and pasture 
hnd in some spots. You’ll pass Gregarah Golf Course and several of the farms 
may have little lakes of their own if there’s been a recent rain. 

At the intersection of Munn Avenue, you can turn right if you wish and 
t:»k^ a short run up the hill to Francis Park and Freeman King Park, named 
after the well-loved local naturalist, better known as “Skipper ”. Straight ahead, 
it’s about another mile to the corner oMkimside Avenue, where we turn left 
and cut through some open pasture lanfKyja sK hill and left at the first corner. 
Granville Avenue. 

I have only one comment about Granville: watch for the potholes! 

Turn right at Hastings, the first' corner, w'hich is about three-quarters -of 
a mile. The street sign w-as knocked dow'n last time I was along this route, but 
it s an obvious corner. Stop for a moment, if you like, and appreciate the 
difference between Granville and Hastings here and the one in Vancouver. Just 
a little nicer, w'ouldn’t you say? 

Several blocks farther along hang a left onto Santa Anita. Awn the 
hill about 200 yards and left onto Interurban Avenue. 

A straight, level, easy run along Interurban past Camosun College’s Tech¬ 
nical and Vocational Institute brings us back to the starting point. Remember I 
said, that nice level run was better at the end than at the beginning? Now you 
know why. 

One final note on this trip. Several area bikers have told me there is a 
way around Prosj>ect Lake, but I couldn't find it. On several older maps of the 
area I-found a couple of dirt roads marked that seem to come close to mak¬ 
ing it all way around and I’ve included them on the map for those hearty souls 
who want to try their luck. 

THIS WEEK’S TIP 

Next time you read about some college getting gobs of money for an ob¬ 
scure research project, remember they all pay off. in the long run. Why do 
I mention this? Because I’m sure that somewhere in Britain, there was some¬ 
one who was upset when one British university received a grant to study the 
physiology of bicycle riding. Among the things they discovered, and the most 
important from our standpoint, is that your seat should be set 109 per cent of 
your leg length above the pedal. 

To check this, measure the distance from your crotch to the floor when 
standing in your favorite riding shoes, then pul your pedal at the bottom of its 
stroke w v ith the crank in the same line as the tube coming down from the seat, 
then adjust the seat height so that it’s 109 per cent of your leg length. 

To illustrate, the distance to the floor on me is 32 inches. Ten per cent 
more would lie 3.2 inches, and nine i>er cent is about 3 inches even, so I set 
my seat 35 inches above the pedal. 

Many people complain .they can’t touch the ground when the seat is that 
high, w'hich is right! You want to pedal a bicycle, not touch the ground. If 
stopping for lights gives you trouble, just make sure you stop where there is 
aji adjacent curb. The new height may take some time getting used to, but 
believe me, it’s much easier.
